In the petroleum and natural gas 
line a varity of subjects are treated as 
usual. As a comparison of prices, it is 
stated that the average price of petro- 
leum in 1862 was ten cents per barrel, 
and in 1859 twenty dollars per barrel. 
The deepest natural gas well in Ohio is 
said to be located at Newburg. 
An effort is being made to in- 
troduce crude petroleum as fuel on 
steam vessels. The number of men 
employed in the petroleum industry, 
and the wages they receive, are sum- 
marized.

THE ADVANCE IN VANILLA BEANS. 


There has been great and unusual 
activity in the market for vanilla beans 
during the past few days. There has 
been a good deal of excitement in the 
market, and prices have rapidly ad- 
vanced with a tendency toward a still 
higher range of values. The cause of 
the activity and excitement is found 
in the reports of a short crop, which 
from rumors grew into an established 
fact andthere is now no doubt that 
the yield will not be more than fifty to 
sixty per cent. of last year’scrop. The 
shortage is due to the bad weather 
which prevailed during the curing sea- 
son this year, when a large portion of 
the crop became mouldy, and the 
beans were found to be infested with a 
species of lice, which feed upon the va- 
nilla plant. 

The crop last year was a large one, 





but owing to the increase in consump- 
tion the supply was scarcely large 
enough to meet the necessities of the 
trade until the new crop was in a posi- 
tion to be drawn upon. The popular 
taste for flavoring extracts seems to 
have changed greatly during the past 
few years. Extract manufacturers say 
that where formerly they put uptwo 
bottles of lemon extract to one of va- 
nillathe proportions have been ex- 
actly reversed, and the demand for 
beans has necessarily increased to the 
same extent. There is little probabil- 
ity of any decrease in the consumption 
this year, the flavor appearing to have 
a strong hold upon popular favor, 
showing if anything a steady increase. 
Under these circumstances it is not 
improbable that a considerable ad- 
vance in prices is yet to occur, and 
there is very likely to be an absolute 
scarcity of prime quality beans before 
the season isover. The present range 
of quotations is from five to thirteen 
dollars per pound, according to qual- 
ity. Last year at this time the range 
was from three to ten dollars andin 
1884, from four to twelve dollars. Be- 
fore this article is read by our subscrib- 
ers the difference between the market 
rates for this time and those of thetwo 
preceding years may be much wider.

THE WINDOW GLASS MAKERS’ 

MEETING. 

A very interesting session of the 
American Window Glass Manufactu- 
rers’ Association was held at Long 
Branch last week, but as the members 
believe that the best interests 
of the industry are subserved by 
secresy, the amount of information 
regarding the actions of the conven- 
tion which has found its way into pub- 
lic channels is, to say the least, meager. 
One point the manufacturers have 
been most particular to keep secret at 
this session, is the question of stocks. 
They reason that a public announce- 
ment of the quantity of glass in stock 
at any given time will do the trade 
more harm than good. If the stock is 
a large one, they think that it will 
keep consumers out of the market un- 
til a decline occurs, while if on the 
other hand the stock is light, a general 
knowledge of the fact will increase the 
demand beyond legitimate limits and 
tend to demoralize trade. This seems 
quite reasonable enough, but the 
facts are to be got at surreptitiously, 
despite the exercise of the greatest 
caution, as has been proved in the 
past, and it is questionable if informa- 
tion given to the public in this man- 
ner, liable as it is to exaggeration, is 
not apt to be more injurious to the 
business than if presented officially. 

Apart from this matter there were 
several other points of great interest 
to the trade which were subjects of 
lengthy discussions. It was expected 
that the glass workers would present a 
demand for a ten per cent. increase in 
wages, in which event the manufactu- 
rers were ready witha counter demand 
for a reduction. The wage committee 
in its report made no mention of a de- 
mand for an increase having been 
made by the workers, and although 
the matter was thoroughly discussed 
no decision was arrived at and the 
committee still has entire charge of 
the question to settle as circumstances 
may suggest. We learn however 
from good authority, that the ques- 
tion of wages is likely to cause the 
manufacturers a good deal of trouble 
The blowers are not making positive 
demands for an increase but the gath- 
erers are disposed to be troublesome. 
They are now getting sixty per cent 
of the blowers wages and want seventy 
percent. Ata receut convention this 
matter was given to their committee 
with the instruction to insist upon the 
advance. In the case of a refusal by 
the manufacturers to accede to the de- 
mand it is stated that a strike will be 
ordere It is understood that the 
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blowers have also asked for a ten per 
cent advance but the pressing of this 
claim has been left at the opticn of the 
committee representing them. The 
implied threat of the workmen 
to establish opposition factories 
on the co-operative plan, was 
not allowed to affect the manufactu- 
rers in the discussion of the wage ques- 
tion, the general opinion on that sub- 
ject having a tendency to cast dis- 
credit and ridicule upon the project. 
Itis not believed that the workmen 
will be foolish enough, in view of the 
unsatisfactory condition of the glass 
business, of which they are well aware, 
to put what money they have ia such 
a risky undertaking. Probably the 
most important matter which was 
brought before the meeting and upon 
which action was taken was the re- 
vison of the price list. A number of 
important changes were made and the 
list is now believed to be in a shape 
more convenient and satisfactory to 
the trade than ever before. In some 
instances particularly in the second 
and third brackets prices were ad- 
vanged, while on other sizes which are 
in less demand the rates were reduced 
somewhat. 

There has been a good deal of out- 
side discussion about the probable 
time of starting up in the fall. Al- 
though no definite understanding ex- 
isted among the manufacturers at the 
time of the shut-down, it was gene- 
rally expected that the summer vaca- 
tion would be of about two months 
duration, but since the fires were 
drawn theicondition of business and the 
unfavorable prospects for fall trade 
have caused some of the manufactu- 
rers to favor an extension of the shut- 
down. The matter was brought up 
for discussion at the meeting on Thurs- 
day, but no officia! action was taken as 
the question of starting the works is 
beyond the control of the association. 
It is probable, however, that many of 
the factories will not begin operations 
for a month or six weeks later than the 
time first agreed upon. Others whose 
stocks had run down owing to extens- 
ive sales up to the beginning of July, 
are anxious to start in as early as pos- 
sible, and they will no doubt begin on 
September Ist or as soon after as ar- 
rangements can be made.

BEWARE OF LOADED SPONGES, 


One of the effects of the present 
scarcity and high cost of Florida sheep- 
wool sponges, is a threatened return of 
the “loading” iniquity. Some years 
ago the practice of loading or sanding 
sponges became so widespread as to 
provoke a vigorous discussion and 
widespread condemnation, not only 
from its victims but from every one 
who believed in fair and honest deal- 
ing. The evil was thoroughly exposed 
in the REPORTER, and other leading 
trade journals at the time, and gradu- 
ally the nuisance died out until pure 
goods became the rule rather than the 
exception. The high prices which the 
dealers have had to pay for unadul- 
terated goods in Florida since the fail- 
ure of the fisheries have suggested to 
some the advantage (?) of again adopt- 
ing the plan of loading. As high as 
three dollars and a half having been 
paid for pure goods at the fishing 
points at the present market rates 
there is very little profit to the dealer. 
Litharge, lime and sand are the favor- 
ite materials for weighting sponges, 
and so large a quantity will the 
sponges take up without detection, 
that a great temptation is offered to 
those houses which are not overbur- 
dened with conscience, to take this way 
of equalizing their expenses and of 
making a good profit at the expense of 
consumers. Litharge is not only an 
easily used and cheap adulterant, if 
the word may be allowed in this con- 
nection, but it is dangerous to animal 
life because of its poisonous nature and 
injurious to certain inanimate things, 
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its passage, he will find 
and act accordingly.

Lime also 
is injurious, particularly to the sponge 
which it burns and rots, while nothing 
can be urged in favor of sand as a sub- 
stitute for good honest sponge. 

Pure goods are the cheapest, as the 
closest buyer must admit, and we 
throw out these hints, as a duty to our 
friends to warn those who may be 
tempted by unusually low rates to 
carefully examine the sponges offered to 
assure themselves that no deception is 
being practiced. Reliable houses whose 
reputation is based upon the excellence 
of the goods they handle are above re- 
sorting to such means and the best 
safeguard the buyer can have is to deal 
only with reputable and well known 
firms. Assome concerns, who make it 
an aim to sell the best grade in a con- 
dition approaching perfection as near- 
ly as possible, equalize matters by fix- 
ing up the cheaper grades, these are 
more liable to be found weighted and 
that.too,heavily. The greatest caution 
should, therefore, be exercised by con- 
sumers who use this class of sponges, 
as otherwise they are in considerable 
danger of being imposed upon. Anoth- 
er deception more extensively practiced 
than an ordinary consideration for 
honest methods would warrant is that 
of mixing inferior grades or different 
species of sponge with Florida sheep- 
wool, which are then palmed off on the 
unsuspecting purchaser as genuine and 
clean goods. Other tricks are resorted 
to which require constant vigilance 
upon the part of the buyer to keep 
clear of. If other caution is necessary 
the buyer should be careful to ascer- 
tain that the bale or bales he intends 
to take contain good sized pieces, and 
he will find that the dealer who makes 
it a practice to sell such sponges is the 
cheapest seller, in spite of the fact that 
his prices may be higher than those of 
other dealers.

PASSAGE OF THE OLEOMARGAR. 
INE BILL. 





The House of Representatives has 
finally concurred in the action of the 
Senate on the oleomargarine bill, and 
it now awaits the signature of the 
President to become a law. Should he 
veto the measure, it could be passed 
over the veto in the House but not in 
the Senate where the vote upon its pas- 
sage was only thirty-seven to twenty- 
four, which is eleven votes short of the 
legal majority of two-thirds. The three 
amendments made by the Senate re- 
duces the tax from five to two cents 
per pound, inserts the words “‘know- 
ingly do so” to exempt from penalty 
those unconsciously violating its pro- 
visions, and strikes out the minimum 
penalties wherever provided, so that 
nominal fines can be imposed where it 
is deemed best. The result of the leg- 
islation is what the opponents of the 
bill hoped for, as it became manifest 
that alarge majority of the Senate 
favored the general purpose of the bill 
and that its passage in some form was 
certain. The compromise is a victory 
for the oleomargarine manufacturers, 
as it will have no effect in curtailing 
production, and it is the least oppres- 
sive form in which such a bill could be 
framed. The great desire was to place 
the manufacture of oleomargarine 
under the supervision of the officials 
of the internal revenue service and 
thus check any frauds in its sales, but 
the argument is justly made that this 
surveillance belongs to the police au- 
thority of the several states and not to 
the general government. As the act 
has been declared unconstitutional by 
leading lawyers, the President may 
view it in the same light and undo all

PALM OIL. 

The apparently limited trade in palm 
oil this year is declared to be owing to 
the change of customs—that a larger 
demand is to be noted for light-colored 
soaps to the neglect of dark soaps, 
and as manufacturers have to meet 
the popular demand they have substi- 
tuted other oils for palm, principally 
on account of color. This explanation 
is not accepted by dealars in palm oil, 
some of whom were emphatic in stat- 
ing last week that a larger demand 
than ever exists for the better grades 
or prime Lagos oil. They argue that 
manufacturers of palm and some 
other soaps must have pa!m oil, and 
that a steady demand has come from 
that source. The lower grades have 
suffered, as a large quantity was im- 
ported when prices were higher, aud 
rather than sacrifice the stocks they 
were held above the views of buyers, 
who substituted other vegetable oils. 
It is ‘said that there is sufficient in 
store here and at Boston to supply the 
trade for some time. The market has 
been in a depressed state owing to the 
burden of stocks and weakness in 
other markets. The price of prime 
Lagos is one ceut and a half per pound 
lower than this time last year, and 
two and a half cents less than the 
same period of 1884-85, when the mar- 
ket ruled about steady at eight cents.

BRIMSTONE STATISTICS AND 
PROSPECTS. 

The low prices which have prevailed 
in the market for brimstone for some 
time past have proved no temptation 
to buyers, and the report on all sides 
is of extreme dullness. When the de- 
cline first began some months ago 
buyers felt justified in laying in stocks 
and the lower prices went the more 
they purchased until they found them- 
selves with a considerable supply on 
hand, and then they ceased buying. 
Now those who could use stock are 
disposed to hold off, expecting a still 
further decline, but if reports received 
from the primary markets are correct, 
the chances are now more favorable to 
an advance than to any further down- 
ward movement. The fruit season, 
which has been an nnusually long one 
this year, owing to the good prices 
realized, is fast nearing its end, and in 
a few weeks u considerable advance in 
freight rates may be looked for. An- 
other important factor which may ma- 
terially assist in advancing prices is 
the expected advent of the cholera in 
Sicily. In that event tonnage would 
become very scarce, and this would 
necessarily increase the cost of ship- 
ping brimstone to this country. 

In this connection the statistics of 
exports of brimstone from Sicily dur- 
ing the past six months would prove 
interesting. Messrs. Luzzatto & Co, 
have kindly furnished us the follow- 
ing statement, which shows the re- 
ceipts at United States ports from 
Jan. 1 to June 30 this year, compared 
with those of the corresponding period 
in 1885:

The decreased receipts at New York 
are partially made up by the imports 
at some of the Southern ports, which 
are now drawing a large portion of 
their supplies direct instead of obtain- 
ing them all at New York as formerly. 
The decrease of 3,394 tons,itis believed, 
does not show an actual falling off in 
consumption, and it is thought that 
the statistics for the next six months 
will show receipts fully equal if not 
exceeding those of last year, unless 
something should occur to prevent 
shipments from Sicily. While the 
shipments to the United States show 
a considerable decrease, those to other 
parts of the world show a proportionate 
increase. The exports from Sicily to 
all parts of the world during the first 
six months of 1886 were 203,652 tons, 
against 196,751 tons during the corres- 
ponding period last year, a gain of 
6,901 tons. The stock of brimstone in 
Sicily at the end of June this year was 
118,375 tons,or 13,493 tons more than at 
the same date in 1885.

EXTENDING THE CULTURE OF 
CASTOR BEANS. 

Some parties evidently believe there 
are willions in cultivating castor beans 
and extending the castor oil industry, 
as we have already announced the or- 
ganization of two new companies in 
the South, and various inquiries have 
come by letter asking for particulars 
regarding the culture of the castor 
plant. It is one of the most useful of 
wild or cultivated plants and should 
receive more attention in the South 
and West. It is a native of the East 
Indies and northera Africa, natural- 
ized in the West Indies, and grown in 
various parts of the world, but in few 
countries more largely than the United 
States. New Jersey, Virginia, Florida, 
North Carolina and the States upon 
the right bank of the Ohio, especially 
Illinois, are the sections where it is 
most abundant. It has also been in- 
troduced on the Pacific coast. The 
flowers appear in July and the seeds 
ripen successively in August and Sep- 
tember. Although the plant is asmall 
tree, its woody structure is so fragile 
that a strong wind is sufficient to break 
its branches, but soon makes up for 
lost time by shooting up others in 
profusion and bearing a dense foliage. 
It is said that one acre will grow 433 
plants, but closer planting is preferred 
in order to have a compact farm; an 
authority says 3,102 plants to the acre 
should be laid out the first year and 
thinned out the next and subsequent 
years as found necessary. The seed is 
said to germinate in any part of the 
year, and while the plants produce 
seed for six years and then cease bear- 
ing, some growers prefer to raise the 
plant as an annual, like cotton and 
other crops. The yield varies accord- 
ing to the climate and other circum- 
stances. It is claimed in the South 
that the farmer can cultivate the cas- 
tor bean on his poorest land and pro- 
duce more dollars than with cotton on 
the richest bottom lands, and at the 
same time command cash for every 
load. In Texas, twenty-flve farmers 
were furnished with seed this season 
and guaranteed the full St. Louis price 
for the beans, which to-day is $1.70 per 
bushel. 

The leaves of the plants furnish food 
for silk worms and are also said to pos- 
sess medicinal qualities, while the 
wood and bark make excellent paper 
pulp or fuel, and bees feed on the pol- 
lin dust when in flower, thus giving 
the planter an abundant supply of 
honey and wax, besides a market for 
the leaves and stalks. It is claimed 
that one bushel of seeds yields six 
quarts of oil, and another authority 
says fifteen bushels yield forty gallons 
of oil. Some years ago castor oil was 
so abundant in the South that it was 
principally used for illumivating pur- 
poses, but other more profitable crops 
gradually displaced it, and the revival 
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of interest in the article may be a repe- 
tition of history,-as larger production 
means lower prices.

THE TAX ON FRUIT SPIRITS. 


The Committee on Ways and Means 
of Congress has committed itself toa 
sensible reform by recommending the 
passage of the bill to reduce the tax on 
spirits distilled from different fruits. 
It is proposed to reduce the tax from 
ninety to fifty cents, and the change 
finds its justification in the fact that 
ordinarily the spirits distilled from 
fruits is made in small quantities by 
persons of small means and the pro- 
ducts of the orchards would be wasted 
in a large measure unless distilled. The 
larger cost of production by persons of 
greater capital, also justifies the re- 
duction, and it is believed that the 
decreased tax will cause an increase of 
revenue, as the present law is largely 
prohibitory and constantly offers in- 
ducements for illicit distilling. The 
committee argues that whatever can 
be properly done to remove temptation 
to fraud on the revenue and to prevent 
the mere waste of the fruit in the 
orchards scattered over a section of 
country not yet populous or rich, 
Congress should have a desire to see 
done. The changes proposed by this 
act are for the purpose of reducing 
taxation to a rate at which the indus- 
try can profitably live and the public 
revenue not decreased but the frauds 
diminished. As it is not considered 
practicable to abolish the system of 
internal revenue taxation, it is proper 
to remove every unnecessary restric- 
tion upon trade, to repeal every ob- 
struction to the growth of medicine, 
mechanics and the arts, and to free the 
people from every irritating and an- 
noying interference with their affairs 
that is not absolutely required for the 
collection of the revenue and to hold a 
moral restraint over them. The alco- 
hol question is one that should receive 
similar attention, oniy instead of re- 
ducing the tax, it should be abolished 
when used in medicine and the manu- 
factures. 
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CULTIVATING CULOA IN THE 
SOUTH. 


Some planters in Florida have sent 
to Venezuela for seed of the cocoa 
plant with the conviction that it can 
be successfully grown there. With the 
view of answering the many corres- 
pondents, and furnishing information 
to those who desire to cultivate the 
plant, Consul Bird of La Guayra has 
compiled a report from trustworthy 
sources, and it is now being circulated 
by the State Department. All authors 
agree that the cocoa is indigenous to 
the soil of America. It flourishes in 
the shade of forests and is developed 
with luxuriance at the bases of moun- 
tains, where it is watered by running 
streams or near rivers, but it requires 
a temperature of seventy-five degrees, 
and for its perfect development there- 
fore requires shade, warmth and mois- 
ture. The cocoa tree is in its prime at 
the eighth year and continues so to 
the age of forty years, giving two full 
crops per yearin the months of July 
and December and yielding from four 
to six pounds of fruiteach. An analy- 
sis of cocoa shows that it contains 53.10 
per cent. of oil, 16.70 per cent. of dark 
albumen, 10.91 per cent. of starch, 7.75 
per cent. of fatty matter, .90 per cent. 
of vegetable fiber, 201 per cent. of red 
coloring matter and 8.63 per cent. of 
water. The average crop is computed 
at fifty pods per tree, each containing 
about forty seeds, and as thirty dry 
seeds weigh two ounces, from eight to 
ten pods will yield one pound of dry 
cucoa,

LUTHER MARTIN. 

The sudden and unexpected death of Luther 
Martin, the senior partner and founder of the 
firm of Luther Martin & Co., of Philadelphia, 
at the age of 62, removes one 
of the most prominent and _ widely 
known members of the paint trade of that city. 
Mr. Martin was in apparently robust health 
when he left Philadelphia fo~ his cottage at 
Cape May, and his death, which was the result 
of paralysis of the heart, was a shock to his 
friends and relatives, in whose minds not the 
faintest suspicion existed that the end was so 
near. Mr. Martia was a native of Seaford, 
Del., and received bis education at Wilmington 
in that State. In 1841 he came to Philadelphia, 
with the intention of learning book-keeping, 
eventually entering the employ of a prominent 
dry goods house, with which he remained until 
1849, when he became a member of the William 
Penn Mining Company. After spending ayear 
on the Pacific coast in the interest of this com- 
pany he returned to Philadelphia, and in May, 
1850, embarked in the manufacture of lamp 
black. His business increased rapidly, and 
from a comparatively small beginning grew to 
be the largest of its kind in the wor'd. He had 
factories in New York, New Jersey and Penn- 
sylvania, the chief works, however, being in 
Philadelphia. 

Mr. Martin was prominent in educational as 
well as commercial! affairs,his qualities of mind 
and heart placing bim naturally at the head in 
these matters. For many years he was a direc- 
tor of Girard College and a prominent member 
of the Pennsylvania Historical Society. He was 
interested in the Continental Passenger Rail- 
way Company, the Traction Company, and 
other enterprises. Mr. Martin was widely 
known and respected in the paint trade of this 
and other cities with which his large business 
interests brought him into communication. He 
was married in 1841 to Miss Emma Roderfleld, 
who, with their six children, survive him. His 
two sons, Luther, Jr., and Robert W.,who were 
long associated with him, will succeed to the 
business. The funeral occurred on the 20th 
inst, from his residence, 1,522 Girard Ave., Phil- 
adelphia,and the interment was made privately 
at West Laurel Hil! Cemetery, Messrs. Charles 
Blabon, Jobn C. Bullitt, Wm. A. Burkhart, 
Frank Chariton, Wm. Chariton, Wm. L. Elkins, 
Daniel Fox and James Moore acting as pall 


bearers.

[There are many ways of making axle grease 
and every manufacturer claims that his pro- 
duct is the best. The makers justly decline to 
give away the secrets of their business, as it 
would be invit ng competition to do so, but 
the theory of axle grease may be stated as fol- 
lows: A certain amvuunt of rosin oil is suponi- 
fied by mixing air slacked lime in sufficient 
quantity, and this mixture is thinned out by 
the addition of paraffine or other oil, We 
have not heard of any book of formulas on 
axle grease.—ED.] 





Compounded Lubricants. 
DALTON, GA., July 19. 

Editor Orn, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

Please give me the composition of lubricants 
usually sold as “goiden machinery,” “engine,” 
“cylinder oils” and “spindle oil.” I mean the 
oil used on cotton factory spindles having 
about 7,000 to 8.00u revolutions per minute. I 
believe the cheap lubricants are nothing more 
than pareffine oll and many are not even good 
articles at that. Is there a book that gives for- 
mulas and tells how to compound these oils; 
also how to make axle grease?

{It would be a very difficult mutter to give 
the composition of all the lubricants known by 
the names above, as there are many compounds 
in the market seld as such, and many regular 
grades of the same names, are not mixed. Job- 
bers who have discovered a process of making 
good lubricants by compounding, or who 
bought their own recipes, are not disposed to 
give the information to the general public. 
Published formuias,so far as they relate to 
lubricating oils are not to be depended upoa as 
a general thing. Recipes are sometimes sold 
by jobbers. Any light colored oil can be 
branded “golden machinery.” For engine pur- 
poses, paraffine red oils, straight filtered Frank- 
lin oil, Smith’s Ferry or amber oil, sperm, 
neatsfoot, olive and other oils are used sepa- 
rately, as well as compounded with various 
mixtures. Cylinder oil is generally higher in 
price and is understood to be composed of best 
gvades for certain purposes of lubrication. A 
very popular spindle o'l is 25 gravity paraffine, 
and every jobber has atrade for his specialty in 
that line. The best animal oil to give body to 
mineral oil issperm. Lard and neatsfoot may 
replace sperm when great tenacity is required, 
Olive oil is considered the best vegetable oil as 
it can be purified without the use of mineral 


acids.—ED.] 


Adulterating Castor Oil. 
PHILADELPHIA, July 23, 1886, 
Editor O11, PAINT AND DruG REPORTER: 

Not only has the retail drug trade of late 
been exercised by the bold attempts of the 
manufacturer of a counterfeit article to rec- 
ommend its use by the jobber for adulterating 
castor oil, but also have the jobbing druggists 
felt the stigma of the imputations conveyed in 
the circular, which appeais to their cupidity 
and ventures the apology of no profit on a 
pure medicine, for the criminal act of adulter- 
ating it with the bogus article. To assist in 
quieting the conscience of the weak, this pur- 
veyor of the adulterant claims for it harmless- 
ness a8 a Medicine, and an advantage of im- 
parting additional value by exerting “a mild 
sedative influence, which some of the best 
medical talent in this country have assured us 
is h‘ghly beneficial in a majority of cases where 
castor oil is prescribed.” 

Not satisfied with his unindorsed statement 
of benefits conferred upon the consumer, he 
insults the trade by claiming that one of the 
“leading druggists of America” stated that ‘’C. 
C, castor oil has enabled us to make more 
money on castor oil within the past year than 
we have made before on all the castor oil we 
have sold in years.”’ 

He announces to the trade that this ‘‘leading 
druggist” approves of adulteration; and for 
the sake of an additional profit on a valued and 
important medicine—of large consumption— 
upon which he makes but little, he is willing to 
stoop to the dishonesty he confesses. 

The trade is hardiy prepared to acknowledge 
such a one as being a “leading druggist of 
America,’ nor that the “medical talent” 
quoted can pose as the “best in this country.’ 

T repeat that such a statement is an insult to 
all honorable druggists. 

A sample of this “°C. C. Castor Oil” was given 
to me by one who procured it direct from the 
manufacturer. Its color is considerably darker 
than the better grades of ca-tor oil, being yel- 
low instead of nearly white; it is much thinner 
in summer temperature, with a resinous odor 
of oxydized oil, and has an a2rid,resinous taste. 

A simple examination indicates it to be a 
resinous vegetable oil, doubtless cottonseed oil 
in which resin has been dissolved. About 6 
per cent. of it is soluble in alcobol, while castor 
oil is soluble in equal weight of alcohol. Castor 
oil adulterated with 5 per cent. of the adulter- 
ant, and added to an equal weight of alcohol, 
will show a very floculent precipitate after 
standing 24 to 36 hours, while pure castor oil, 





















































bright, with no such tendency. This floculen- 
cy increases with an increased percentage of 
the adulterant, until a 50 per cent. adulterated 
oll (the proportion the circular recommends) 
shows a very marked separation in the alco- 
holic solution, upon standing about twelve 
hours. 

These are the characteristics of the “perfectly 
harmless” medicine, “acting in unison with the 
castor oil,’ which carry solace to the con- 
science of the adulterator (as the circular says) 
“without detriment to himself.’’ 

The physician who prescribes castor oil gen- 
erally prefers his patient taking it for its ca- 
thartic effects alone, without modification by 
“a mild sedative influence,” or complication 
with any ingredient, the presence of which he 
is ignorant of. 

The dispensing druggist is confided in by the 
customer for his dose of castor oil “pure and 
simple.” No rosiny compound, with its doubt- 
ful “sedative influence,” is needed for his bow- 


els trouble. 


I do not remember a more bold or glaring in- 
vitation to fraud ever having been presented to 


the trade. While some may be tempted by the 


bait, shall we not believe that to drugyists, as a 


class, the insulting insinuation has no applica- 
tion. 


The eminence of the “best medica! talent,”’ 


and the position of one of the “leading drug- 
gists of America,” could better be measured 
and located by the medical profession and the 
drug trade than by the party who recommends 


the fraudulent manipulation of so important a 
remedy.

CUSTOMS DECISIONS 
The Treasury department has decided that 
certain broken pepper containing whole pep- 
pers, broken berries, hulls and dust and which 
is unfit for use without further manipulation is 


entitled to entry free of duty as “pepper un- 
xround,” 


The cost of royalty on an imported article 
should be included in the dutiable value there- 
of when it appears that such royalty was actu- 
ally paid to the patentee and that it entered 
into and formed a part of the cost of the article 
to the purchaser. 


Payments for refunds of excessive duties ex- 
acted on importations cannot be made to at- 
torneys unless the entries have been made by 
them as consignees ur as agents in the name of 
the owners, when the owners are absent or 
sick. Inthe latter case, checks fur such pay- 
ment should designate the attorneys as agents. 


The acting secretary of the treasury has no- 
tified the collector of customs at New York 
that ic case of importations of mixed merchan- 
dise where the mixed condition is not the re- 
sult of design on part cf importers to evade 
duties, and where the percentage of the com- 
ponents can be ascertained, duties are to be as- 
sessed at the rates respectively applicable for 
each component. 


Acting-Secretary Fairchi/d has written to the 
collector of customs at New York in regard to 
the practice at that port of exacting from im- 
porters who may appeal to reappraisers a de- 
posit of $10 for the payment of merchant ap- 
praisers engaged in such reappraisement. It 
appears that a judgment has recently been 
rendered against the collector for the recovery 
of apenalty of $200 for his action in thus ex- 
acting a deposit fur the merchant appraisers’ 
fees. In view of the large amount which 
would be involved in case such decision is 
affirmed by the higher courts, Acting-Secretary 
Fairchild directs the discontinuance of the 
practice referred to, and says that until fur- 
ther orders the expense of such merchant ap- 
praisers shall be borne by the Government. No 
refunds however, are authorized for amounts 
heretofore paid, the claims of the importers 
therefor being dependent upon the final deter- 
mination of the questions involved in the suit 


referred to.

The drill is kept bouncing in Ohio. 


The new refinery at Lima started up last 
week. 


Washington has developed some wonderful 
new gushers, 


A test well for oi! or gas is being drilled near 
Painesville, 0, 


Four or five wells are finished a day in the 
active Tarkill district. 


On Friday the Willetts No.7 at Washington 
had fallen off 200 bbis in 24 hours. 


The Philadelphia Company are drilling four 
new oil wells at Shoustown and in the near 
vicinity. 


Robert Simpson, an Oil City newspaper man, 
has joined the editorial staff of the Pittsburg 
D.spatch. 

The British ship Minister of Marine, has been 
chartered to carry 11,000 bbls of naphtha and 
gasoline to Bristol. 


Two gushers were developed at Lima, O., 
July 21. The Bixel is doing 100 bbls and the 
Bowman about the same, 


The Eclipse oil refinery and fourteen dwell- 
ings at Franklin, Pa., were damaged by fire last 
week to the extent of $140,000. 


The Bluffton, Indiana, gas well has reached a 
depth of 1,100 feet without having struck the 
article for which they are searching. 


Coal oil is said to be the best exterminator of 
the Canada thistle. It has also been used with 
good effect on the potato peat in Ohio. 


E. A. Durham and Will H Scott,two of 
Bradford's popular young men, have formed a 
partnership in the brokerage business. 


A fair vein of gas has been struck at East 
Liverpool, O. The hole has partially filled 
with oil, and the well will be drilled deeper. 


Mrs. Frances F. Archbold, mother of John 
Archbold, of the Standard Oil Co., died at her 
home in Titusville, July 22, aged over 60 years. 


* Mystery” M. Murphy has been elected a 
member of the Oil City Oil exchange and R. A. 
Rogers has lost membership having sold his 
stock. 


An effort will be made torevive work and in- 
terest ia the Burning Springs oil district of 
West Virginia, once the most valuable in the 
country. 


The McKeown well on the Munce farm, 
Washington, opened last week, is one of the 
biggest wells in that erratic field. It is averag- 
ing 2,000 bbls a day. 


On July 21 all of the Washington wells pro- 
duced 7,050 bbis a day, an increase in twenty- 
four hours of 950 bbls. With other gushers to 
come, the output of the field will soon touch 
9,000 bbis a day. 


The McCulmont well at Kinzua Village, 
opened July 21, is the largest well yet devel- 
oped in that pool. It started off at 30@bbisa 
day. The territory round about is spotted, 
unreliable and uncertain. 


Some oil meu claim that the Standard never 
gives them anything, but when they say so 
they do not speak advisedly. Whenever there 
is a fire the Standard very promptly gives—no- 
tice of an assessment.— Blizzard. 


The Secretary of State of West Virginia has 
issued a certificate of incorporation to the Ty- 
ler County Oil and Gas Company. J. M. Guffey 
& Co. of Pittsburg own immense tracts of land 
in the county in which this company will do 
business. 

Prof. Lesley, the State Geologist, doesn’t 
boom natural gas stock in his latest report. 
While he thinks the stores of gas are great 
enough to supply a reasonable pumber of wells 
for many years, they must soon be exhausted 
if excessive drilling goes on. 


At the present prices a 50 barrel well will 
yield a gross receipt of about $7,000 a ycar. 
Deducting the cost of drilling, pumping, roy- 
alty, ete., will leave a net return to the oper- 
ator of from $2 500 to $3,000 a year. A well of 
this size will yield the owner of the land abuut 
$400.—Lima Republican. 


An analysis of oil taken from the Piqua 
weil by Prof. Edward Orton, of the Ohio Geo- 
logical Survey, proves it to beof unusually 
fine quality. It is uncommonly heavy, and 
grades as the best quality of lubricating oil. 
Some Pennsylvania oil men are about to 
undertake to still further develop that terri- 
tory.—Lima Times. 


W. A. Martin is a good deal of a pedestrian 
He is line man forthe United Pipe Lins Com- 
whose route extends from Olean through here 
to Wellsville. He has not lost a day during 
the past four years ending the 7th inst., and 
has walked a distance of 22,000 miles, or within 
3.000 miles of the distance around the globe.

The new Thorn Creek field has 11 wells drill- 
ing and 9 rigs up and building. The last well 
on the Morrison farm is holding up at about 60 
barrels, the Burton at 35, Phillips, on Girard, 
34, and McKelvy, on same farm, 30. These 
wells have all been located as feelers for a sup- 
posed pvol in the vicinity, which, without 
doubt, ts in the near neighborhood, as the 
wells show an unusual strength that would in- 
dicate the presence of » heavy body of oil as 
the source of supply. 


L. A. Hopkins has commenced experimental 
boring for oil, gas and miwerals on the farm of 
L. M. Cresap, near Cumberland, Pa. At the 
depth of 90 feet coal was found in small quan- 
tities. The boring was continued 200 feet 
further, but without finding anything else. 
The Cumberland Natural Gas Company will 
commence operations in ashort time. Geolo- 
gists say that there is every reason to believe 
that oil and gas will be found in that region. 


An immense fiow of natural gas has been 
struck at the Rattlesnake well, near Mad river, 
two miles west of Urbana, O., at a depth of 
760 feet. The pressure was so strong that drill 
ing had to be abandoned, and when the drill 
was taken out of the well the escaping gas 
made a roaring noise that could be heard a long 
distance. The drillers pronounce it one of the 
finest welis in Ohio, and say that the supply of 
gas will be found in lasting and paying quan- 
tities. 

8. P. Armstrong, ef Thorn Creek gusber 
fame, has located a well on the southeastern 
corner of the Bulford farm, on a line drawn 
from the old McBride gusher through the new 
Butler field while McKelvy gves to the north 
west from the new field and locates on the 
same line. If the good luck of these gentle- 
men follows them into these ventures, and they 
cannot be charged with operating on good luck 
principles, the new Thorn Creek belt will be 
extended four miles. 


Boyd & Co. of vittsburg have leased a num- 
ber of farms for oil and gas purposes on one of 
the Cross creek branches in the West Middle- 
town region. They are in some instances 
agreeing to give an eighth royalty and in case 
of striking a 100-barreler are to pay $5C an acre 
bonus. For each gasser they agree to give $500. 
Mr. Pennypacker has succeeded in tying up 
3,000 acres in that section. Mr. Bracken, a well- 
known operator, has leased severa! farms also 
and is expected to put dowu some test wells in 
afew weehs. 


Three months ago Patrick Ryan, an oil-tank 
gauger of North Clarendon, N. Y., was killed 
while walking on the railway track. His 
widow received $2,000 insurance money, $1,800 
of which she placed in a glass jar, and, putting 
the jar inside a piece of iron oil-well tubing, 
buried it in the ground near her house. A few 
days ago a neighbor of Mrs. Ryan bired a man 
named Edwards to dig a ditch forhim. On 
Wednesday it was discovered that the laborer 
while digging had found Mrs. Ryan’s jar of 
cash and had fled with it to Canada, 


The Deputy Attorney General of Pennsyl- 
vania has refused a writ of quo warranto 
aguinst the Pittsburg and Western Railroad 
Company, charged with having violated its 
charter by engaging in the oil producing busi- 
ness. The application was made by the Union 
Oil Company on the ground that the action of 
the railroad corporation was calculated to di- 
minish its oilsupply. Proof was submitted to 
show that the Pittsburg and Western Railroad 
Company had simply entered into a contract 
with a party to look for oil on land owned by 
itin the hope of finding petroleum, and thus 
enhancing the value of the property. 


A new structure is soon to be put up on the 
vacant lot on the northeast corner of Fifty- 
fourth street and Fifth avenue. The lot,which 
was recently purchased by William A. Rocke- 
feller, vice-president of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, is directly oppasite the Fifth Avenue 
Presbyterian Church. Mr. Rockefeller is about 
to build a four-story marble front dwelling 
house facing on the avenue, The lot is a 
double city lot and the house wiil have 50 feet 
front and 125 feet depth.

Some four years ago ex- 
tensive tartaric acid works were erected at 
Castellamare, near Naples, and these works are 
seriously handicapped by the above mentioned 
drawbacks.—Chemik r Zeitung.

The New Tariff of Roumania. 

A new customs tariff for Roumania came in 
operation on June 9,and since that day the 
following duties in francs per kilogramme are 
charged upon articles pertaining to the drug 
and chemical trade: Cinchona bark, 0 20f; 
pharmaceutical preparations and compounded 
medicines, as well as all medicinal preparations 
in the form of powders, pills, pastilles, elixirs, 
svrups, ointments, oils, soaps, plasters, or in 
any other form, fluid or solid, medicinal wines 
and bath-salt alone excepted, 10f; waters for 
toilet (eau de cologne), the teeth, etc., 1.20f; 
toilet soap, pomatum, hair-oil and hair dyes, 
smokers’ powders, etc., 1.80f. The following 
are charged per 100 kilogrammes: Medicinal 
wines,180!; artificial or natural mineral waters, 
5f; Glauber’s or Epsom’s salts, 10f; molasses or 
glucose, 15f; sugar, crude (not refined or in 
syrup), 251; ditto, refined, in loaves, lump or 
ground, and candy, 45f; beer, cider, and other 
drinks in cask, botties or jars, 30f; distilled 
spirits of every description, sweetened, or not 
swectened, l0Ut; wood or wine vinegar, per- 
fumed, io casks, 20f; ditto in bottles, 40f. All 
other chemicals, and allidye and tanning ma- 
terials and varnish, as well as sulphate and 
vaierianate of quinine, are admitted duty free

The Peppermint Crop. 

In an interview withthe Buffalo 4zpress, Mr. 
H. G. Hotchkies is reported as saying: 

“The average crop per year in Wayne county 
is between 8(,000 and 100 000 pounds, and yields 
on the average about twenty pounds to the 
acre ina good season. This year the crop will 
be much smaller than usual, owing to the lute 
planting, necessitated by floods which occurred 
early in tbe spring, Aithougb there is an in- 
crease of acerage over last year the crop looks 
poorer than it has for mapy years. Seven- 
eighths of the whole crop in the worid is raised 

n Wayne county, and that principally in the 
towns of Lyons, Arcadia, Palmyra, Sodus and 
Wolcott. A large proportion of the oil 
is exvorted. In 1879 the yield was the 
largest ever kuowp, aggregating 160, 
000 pounds. This year it will be bardly one 
third of that. The market is now at a stand- 
still, owing to the uncertainty of the growing 
crop. Last year’s crop is nearly all marketed. 
The average price paid for the last tbree 
months bas been from $3.75 to $4 per pound for 
the crude oll. In 1879 it was duwn to $2. I 
have known the market to jump $1 per pound 
in asingie day. One farmer last year brought 
into our refinery a common sleigh load, which, 
when measured, was found to be worth $4,000.

The New Anaesthetic. 


At the works of the Underwood Water Com- 
pany in Portland. Me., last week, in the pres- 
ence of Dr. Willis B. Moulton and Dr. John L. 
Paimer, the Brunler process of making from 
German water gas a new anaesthetic of great 
pcwer was successfully tried. All the attend 
ing features incident to this process—the fall 
of the temperature of the room, the appear- 
ance of frost on the machinery, followed by 
the production of snow—were seen. Some 25 
pounds of the new anaesthetic were made. It 
is very hard, intensely cold, and its action on 
the system upon application outwardly is 
simply astonishing. No doubt was expressed 
that the most difficult surgical operations 
can be performed by its aid, but the physicians 
decline, in the absence of direct test», to say 
say what v0 ight be the results of its use in ex- 
treme cases, or whether a partial destruction of 
the skin might not be an unpleasant feature. 
It is admitted that in all probability its use on 
the field of battle would instantly check the 
flow of blood, thus enabling the wounded to be 
carried to a place of safety, where the surgeons 
could treat them at their leisure,no pain being 
feltinthe meantime. No secret is made by Prof. 
Brunler of the process, which is to take the 
Brunler gas, compressed 18,000 pounds to the 
quare inch, and allow it togradually expand. 









































































































The process was tried it is said for the first 
time in tqe presence of physicians. Theslight- 
est touch a bit of the “ice” was sufticient fo in- 
stantly kill all feeling in the part of the body 
to which it was applied.

The Profit of Cinchona Cultivation. 
The Tropical Agricu turist says: ‘Perhaps 
the most successful piece of cinchona cultiva- 
tion in Ceylon of its age and extent is found in 
a well known plantation in the neighborhood 
of Nuwara Eliya, and some particulars we have 
learned of the same may be of interest. The 
area under cinchona is about 90 acres, trees 5 to 
7 years of age, about 3000 trees to the acre. 
Since 1878 there bas been gathered about 105,000 
pounds of good birk, and 72,000 pounds of 
branchand dust. The total outlay is probably 
not over 70,000 rupees, so with much ofthe 
good bark selling up to 28. a pound and the 
branch and inferior for a good few cents lo- 
cally, it may be judged that the investment is 
a very profitable one, more particularly since 
the estate still looks with perhaps 250,000 trees, 
asifit had never been cropped, and it cannot 
be worth less as it stands than £10,000 st. rling’ 
The great success of this plantation is however 
specially exceptional, standing out in boid re- 
lief to many disappointments,”

The Quinine Situation. 


Mr. L.H Cress, secretary and resident director 
ofthe Richardson Drug Co., of St. Louis, 
whose arrival home from Europe was announ- 
ced in last week’s issue of the KEPORTER, en- 
tertains a more favorable opinion of the qui- 
nine market since his last trip abroad. In a 








general conversation yesterday with a repre- 
sentative of this paper he said: 


“IT think the 
bottom has been reached in quinine values, as 
the German and French makers state that they 
must have the high percentage barkg 
to manufacture the alkaloid at present 
prices. There is absolutely no money 
n working the low’ grade barks and 
the consequence is that the markets are over- 
stocked with the low grades, leaving the sup- 
ply of better barks comparatively limited. The 
market has reached that point where it is no 
longer profitable tor growers to gather the 
barks, and I believe that after this year they 
will direct their attention to other crops, unless 
the price should improve sufficiently in the 
meantime to be an inducement for them to 
continue. The forced sales at London are the 
direct cause of the present low bark values, and 
when the planters decline to assist the depres- 
sion by shipping supplies, as they seem- 
ed determined to do, then we may look 
for the long expected improvement. The 
tendency § of the quinine market is 
higher owing to these circumstances; .here 
may be no substantial advance in one, two or 
six months, but next year will no doubt sce 
better prices. I have no knowledge as to the 
surplus stocks of quinine, if any, held by for- 
eign makers, but the supplies of cinchonidia 
are accumulating rapidly. as the outlet is lim- 
ited. Quinidia is seldom called for abroad, and 
is in limited supply, as it is produced al- 
most exclusively from South American barks’ 
Astothe cost of making quinine, there is a 
slight margin of profit at 50c per ounce when 
the alkaloid is made trom the better grade of 
barks. American manufacturers have an ad- 
vantage over foreigners in marketing their 
product, but no money is lost to either at 50c. 
While there is no possibility of another combi- 
nation, or even a pooling of issues among the 
foreign makers, the latter entertain the hope 
that the time will soon come when competition 
in America will be conducted on a better under- 


standing,”

A Review of the Window Glass Trade. 


In a general review of the glass trade of this 
country, the Crockery and Glass Journal sums 
up the result of the last twelve months’ busi- 
ness in the window glass branch as follows: 

The year just ended can hardly be calleda 
satisfactory one in the window glass trade. At 
no period of the year was what might be called 
areally good business done for more than a 
few weeks at a time, and these occasional 
spasms of activity were succeeded generally 
by Jong terms of dullaess. The principal cause 
of the backwardness of the trade was, of 
course, the heavy curtailing of building opera- 
tions. The chief portion of the product of this 
branch of the glass making industry is used 
only for one purpose, and when that use is 
lessened the loss falls on the trade. Still, 
though slowly and in comparatively smal) 
quantities, a good amount cf glass was sold. 
Though ali the factories here were in operation 
most of the year,a great many of them lost 
more or less tine in trving to introduce natu- 
ral gas into their furnaces, and the aggregate 
loss of production from this cause alone was 
considerable. Those who tried to apply the 
new fuel without making many alterations in 
their turnaces, as the flint men successfully 
did, experimented in most cases in vain and 
with some loss oftime. Some made changes in 
their furnaces to su't the new conditions, an‘ 
partially succeeded, but, on the whole, the ap- 
plication of gas to the window glass furnaces 
was fraught with much failure and delav, and 
the problem is not yet conclusively settled. 
Exceedingly low and unprofitable prices pre- 
vailed during the year, relieved only by a 
trifling advancy lately. At the time of the la- 


















bor riots in Belgium, during which severa 
large factories were distroyed, the decrease in 
production occasioned thereby gave a slight 
stimulus, but much better results were antici- 
pated, which did not, however, materialize. 
Imports were shortened fur a time, and are 
rather small yet, but they have come in in suf- 
ficient volume to supply that portion of the 
trade usually dependent on them. As re- 
marked above, the blow to the building inter- 
ests sustained from the strike for an eight hour 
day, and having no direct connection with the 
window glass industry itself, has been severe 
and far reaching, and its effects cannot now be 
remedied at this season. Therefore the pros- 
pects cannot be regarded as very rose colored, 
though building enough isin progress to con- 
sume a good deal of glass. With all the draw- 
backs that surround the trade, manufacturers 
were abe to hold their heads above water, and 
no grave disagreement occurred between them 
and the workers to aggravate matters. The 
latter, recognizing the flatness of trade, were 
moderate in tkeir views, and so prevented 
what might have led toserious trouble: What 
bay occur before the next firing is as yet un- 
discernable, but it is to be hoped that wise 
counsels will prevail and work be resumed un- 
der more favorable conditions for both manu- 
facturers and workers than was the case last 
year.

The Salt Wells of New York. 


The brine wells of Syracuse, New York, have 
long been the most important source of salt 
worked in this country; yet it was not until 
some six years ago that the drill brought up 
such excellent samples of rock salt that it was 
decided to sink a shaft and commence mining 
operations. 

Some years before this extensive explorations 
with the diamond drill at Gooderich, Ontario, 
in the vicinity of the salt wells, had proved 
seveval beds of salt aggregating fully 100 feet 
in thickness. 

The third bed was 11 feet in thickness, lay at 
a depth of 1,200 feet and was of very remarka- 
ble quality, being altogether composed of col- 
orless, transparent rock salt of unexampled 
purity. Operations were commenced within a 
few yards of the shore of Lake Erie, to sink a 
shaft to this bed, and they went so far as to 
erect fine hoisting-engines,and to provide cast- 
iron tubing in segments with which to line 
the shaft. After some accidents, the most im- 
portant of which was the caying in of the 
shaft before it reached bed-rock, and after 
several changes of management the shaft was 
carried through apout 90 feet of loose ground, 
and was securely lined with brick and cement, 
forming a perfectly tight joint in the limestone 
rock, 

Much water was met with in all the seams of 
the rock,and at about 130 feet in depth the first 
of two known water-beds was met with, and 
the shaft produced about 1,000 gallons a minute. 
This in itself was serious, though not impassa- 
ble; but developments after the location of the 
shaft made it probable that the second water- 
bearing bed, which lay at a depth of about 350 
feet, and from which the water rose some 50 
feet above the surface, would present such dif- 
ficulty as to require the use of the Chaudron 
method in sinking wet. A contract was accord- 
ingly entered into with Mr. Chaudron to sink 
the shaft; but this was canceled within a week 
of the date on which it was made, owing to the 
announcement of the discovery of a heavy 
bed of pure rock salt in the Genessee Valley, 
in New York, where a mine has now been 
opened. Nothing has since that date been done 
at Goderich, except to rewove the machinery, 
ete. 

The New York salt mine met none of the dif- 
ficulties found at Goderich. The sinking was 
free from water and there was no difficulty in 
making a comparatively dry shaft. A 1% inch 
pipe is said to carry off all the water that drips 
down into the mine. The shaft begins in the 
Hamilton shale and passes through the follow- 
ing beds:

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Petroleum in Japan. 


The existence of petroleum oil and gas in 
Japan, says the London Engineer, has been 
known for a long period, and Mr. Lyman, in 
his first report on the Geological survey of 
Japan, published in 1877, states that the oil wells 
of Echigo are supposed by the inhabitants to 
have be2n dug several hundred years ago. He 
adds: “It is said in the Japanese history called 
*‘Kokushiryaka,’I am told, that rock oil or 
‘burning water,’ was found in Echigo in the 
reign of Tenjittenno, which was 1260 years ago, 
or about A. D. 4615 and that was probably at 
Kusodzu, where there are still many natural 
exposures, as well as dug wells, The name of 
the place, Kusodzu, is the name given in the 
country to rock oil, and it means ‘stinking wa- 
ter;’ and the very fact that the word is by con- 
traction so much changed from its original 
form. Kusaimidzu, shows of itself considerable 
antiquity. Natural gas even is called Kaza 
kusodzu, the first two syllables meaniog wind 
orair,and evidently identical etymologically 
with our very modern western word gas.”

The Olive Oil Trade of Tunis. 


The B. itish Consul at Tunis says in his recent 
report: “Olive oil is the most important article 
of export, though there has been a falling off 
in the exports of last year by £122,876 in value. 
‘Lhe greater part was exported in the early 
months of the year, when the prices free on 
board for the common oil of commerce stood 
at £34 pertun. There was very little demand 
for the English market. At Susa, oil for the 
table is now manufactured in ever-increasing 
quantities, whieh fetches prices varying from 
£40 to £45 per ton. The failure of the olive 
crop in Italy at the close of 1884 kept up prices, 
which have since fallen very low. The quality 
of the oil is inferior to that of Italy and Spain, 
but superior to that from Morocca and the Le- 
vant. By farthe greater portion comes from 
the district of Susu, and Italy and France were 
last year the largest buyers. Besides olive oil, 
there is a large export of olive refuse, which is 
what remains ofthe berry after undergoing the 
imperfect pressing in vogue among the Arabs. 
By hydraulic pressure, a considerable quantity 
of oil can be extracted from this refuse, which 
is worked up into soap and utilized in other 
ways. A factory for squeezing this refuse has 
just been set up at Susa by a French capitalist, 
which promises to be a financial success. 
While grain has been freed from the export 
duties which formerly fettered the trade, olive 
oil is still subjected to a duty of £5 a tun which 
is a direct ditcouragement to agriculture.”

Nitrate of Soda Statistics. 


Messrs. W. Montgomery & Co.’s London re- 
port says: The course of the nitrate of soda 
market during the past six months has been 
fraught with more than usual difficulty and 
anxiety to all engaged in the trade. The year 
opened with a visible supply which, in ordi- 
nary circumstances, might easily have been 
consumed; and this notwithstanding the fact 
that the operations of speculators obliged us to 
begin the season at lls 3d percwt. Owing, 
however, to the depressing effects of a bad ag- 
ricultural outlook, dealers aud farmers alike 
withheld their orders until they were actually 
im need, These orders were still further de- 
layed and curtailed by the protracted winter 
and unseasonable spring,and the month of 
March had well advancei before deliveries of 
any consequence began. By that time the ac- 
cumulation of stock had become serious, with- 
out the certainty of anything like a clearance 
within the season. Prices soon began to give 
way, andthe largest holders raced each other 
in their efforts to sellout. The fall in some 
markets, Continental especially, where stocks 
were heaviest and competition keenest, was 
very severe. Unprecedentedly low prices were 
current for a brief period; 88 per cwt being on 
one occasion touched on the continent. The 
reduced prices, however, soon attracted the at- 
tention of buyers, and a large business took 
place in May. The deliveries became heavier 
both for home consumption and fer export to 
the United States,and a part of the fali was 
reeovered. During the past fortnignt an easier 
tone has again prevailed, owing to the closing 
of some speculative operations, and we close 
the half year at from 9s 3d@9s 9d per cwt, ac- 
cording to quality and time of delivery. 

The consumption in Europe during the past 
six months shows a falling off as compared 
with the same period in last year of 84% per cent 
whilst for the period of twelve months now 
closing, it amounts to about 20 per cent. In 
some districts the reduction bas been particu- 
larly marked, and in none more so than in the 
home counties, where it amounts to no leas 
than 35 per cent for the past six months The 
farmers around London seem to be doing about 
as bacily as any in the Kingdom. Hop-growing 
two years ago was still considered a lucrative 
branch of agricultural industry; now hops have 
followed grain and the general complaint is 
that no crop pays to grow. 

Aa to the future, it is dificult to see how an 
advance of any consequence in the price of 
nitrate of soda is possible. The combination of 
nitrate producers remains intact, and the quan- 
tity of ni raté to be manufactured this year is 
fixed at 450.000 tons. It is certain, however, 
that in face of the low prices current for wheat 
and the utter collapse of the beet sugar mar- 
ket, very moderate prices for nitrate and all 
other fertilizers must prevail if the articles are 



























































to be used on a scale at all commensurate with 
the supply.

Ozokerite Mining in Galicia. 


The ozokerite and petroleum works at Bory- 
siav,in Galicia, which have just come into 
possession of a British company, formerly be- 
longed to about thirty or thirty-five different 
proprietors, by far the most important of 
these being the Galician Credit Bank at Lem- 
berg, the firm of Gartenberg, Liebermann & 
Wagmann in Boryslav, and the Societe Fran- 
caise de Cire Minerale et Petrole. It appeared 
desirable to concentrate into the hands of one 
body the ownersbip of the works, and negotia- 
tions with London houses led to the formation 
ofa limited company, as mentioned in our 
issue of June 12, 

In 18°0 ozokerite mining was commenced at 
Boryslav, and in 1877 the total yield amounted 
to 850 wagons—one wagon being equal to 
10,000 kilograms or ten tons. The output stead- 
ily increased until 1880 when a marked decline 
became apparent, but from 1883 the yield again 
increased, and last year 1263 wagons were 
brought to the surface, the largest total yet at- 
tained. The yield for the present year is antic- 
ipated at about the same as in 1885. In fact, it 
is thought that an annua! production of 1200 to 
1300 wagons will about represent the yield for 
the next few years. The market price of crude 
ozokerite during the last three years has varied 
between 25 and 35 florins per 1(0 kilus, the pres- 
ent quotations being about 28% to 29% florins 
for the first quality, 26 florins for the second 
quality and 20 to 22 florins for inferior ozok- 
erite, mixed with sulphur and impurities. 
The cost of production of crude or unre- 
fined ozokerite averages 24 florins per 100 kilos. 
Observations extending over the period of 22 
years—1860 to 1882—and a surface measuring 
+00 square metres,on which 8 pits have been 
sunk toa depth of 100 metres—328 feet—show 
the average percentage of wax in the ore to be 
4 per cent. (weight.) The layer of ore of this 
quality extends, it is said, to at least 180 metres 
—590 feet—below the surface. The extent of 
the ozokerite layers at Boryslay and Walanka 
is estimated at 70 hectares—173 acres—while the 
percentage of valuable minerals in the ore 
yaries from 2to7 per cert. The total yield of 
ozokerite at Boryslay since 1860 is estimated at 
138,130 tons, representing a value of about 33 - 
500,000 ftlorins—about £2,800,000. It is calcu- 
lated that about 12 percent. of the existing 
quantity of ozokerite has been brought to the 
surface, and that, with the system of working 
now practiced, it would take another forty 
years’ mining to exhaust the mines; but if 
modern machinery were introduced this term 
might be reduced to twenty years. Austria is 
still by far the largest consumer of ozokerite; 
her share amounting to 4,780 tons in 1885, of 
which the Drohobyc factory alone took 2,300 
tons. But for some years the consumption of 
the mineral has been on the decline in Austria, 
and it is now little more than one-half of what 
it was ia 1880, Russia, where ceresine works 
were erected in 1884, now runs Austria close, 
having taken 3,940 tons in 1885. Germany im- 
ports upon an average 420 tons per year, and 
Britain 180 tons; but some of this quantity is 
no doubt exported again tothe United States, 
which, we know, draws its requirements from 
these countries. Italy atone time took a fair 
quantity of ozokerite, but since 1882 the de- 
mand from that quarter has stopped, while 
France only once, in 1878, bought a smal! quan- 
tity,— Chemist and Druggut. 








A Few Words About the Development 
of New Oi! Deposits. 


BY A. C. FERRIS. 

About twenty-nine years have passed by 
since the first humble introduction of petro- 
leum as an article of commerce in New York, 
by the one who bridged over the chasm, and 
utilized it for illuminating so that it was not a 
nuisance that could not be endured in a dwell- 
ing, but was a welcome comfort in every hab- 
itation. The domestic and foreign trade in 
that time have both become enormous, The 
production of the crude petroleum has kept 
pace with, and, generally its ready supply has 
exceeded the demand, both at home and 
abroad. From ten dollars per barrel and up- 
ward it has fallen to filty cents and Jess, Mil- 
lions of barrels are held in storage tanks, the 
market is depressed, and the price it commands 
is but little more thar the value of the labor 
expended in ite production—often less, 

It is the cheapest thing that ministers to the 
wants of man in the whole earth, and yet there 
are solid reasons why the development of the 
oil territory should be extended, not that there 
is a present necessity for the production of 





larger quantities of oil, but that there are vital 
reasons why the localities of its production 
should be extended. We now have an immense 
export trade almost the world over, and yet 
from p:esent competition of other deposits in 
other countries, even at the present low cost 
of production, we are scarcely holding our 
own; in some countries we are not, but instead 
are being crowded out of our established mar- 
kets. 

The area of deposits is enlarging, and new 
discoveries that will create closer competition 
still are being made from time totime. Russiu 
isa fierce and determined competitor for the 
markets of Europe, Egypt threatens to pre- 
sent its oil for a share of the world’s trade, and 
the situation of its deposits with reference to 
transportation will make it a rival to be feared 
and respected. California oil flelds are assum- 
ing an importance they never held before. 
Mexico in due time will become a rival, Sou:h 
America will not be left out of the calculation. 
In the United States petroleum will yet be 
found in abundance, as we reach out toward 
the Rocky Mountains, 

The explorer is often ridiculed, and the “wild 
catter” is spoken of with contempt. and arti- 
clesin the columns of the REPORTER have 
spoken lightly of the “coming oil flelds that 
never come.” 

But yet it is found that science, in hand with 
the “wildcatter ’’ does continually find “oil 
fields that do come.”” Though baffled oft, yet 
persevering effort wins in the end, and “wild- 
catted,” abandoned and condemned oil fields 
are at last almost invariably made to yield their 
hidden treasures, 

And there is no room to-day for the existence 
of a doubt, but that our oil fields can be traced 
from well-developed ‘Oil Creek,” clear 
through the line of the States to the Gulf of 
Mexico, and time will prove that there now ex- 
ist oil deposits on this line that have never ye 
been equalled by the most abundant output of 
the most prolific deposit of the past. 


Especially will this be found true of the State 
of Kentucky, the whole breadth of which 
gives evidence of oil and gas as no other State 
in the Union hasdone. And observation and 
experiment has convinced the writer that 
when the Potsdam sand in that State is pene- 


trated to a proper depth, a yield of both natu- 


ral gas and oil will be attained that will excel 
any previous development. This may be dem- 
onstrated in some parts of Kentucky by pene- 
trating the lower Siluerian to a depth of less 
than 1,000 feet, which will bring the drill to the 
underlying Potsdam sand, and, as a matter of 
sound commercial policy and thrift, this should 
te done, and the reasons follow. 


We have pushed the production of oil lying 


within easy transportation of the sea-coast to 
its utmost yield, and it must be admitted that 


with irregular exceptions, the quantity to be 


obtained is on the decline. We have provided 
every facility that money and science could 
devise to produce the oil cheaply, and to trans- 
port and refine it with economy, and the cheap- 
ness with which all this has been done is mat- 
ter of astonishment, and there is no hope of 
any reduction in these directions except of the 
most fractional character. 

We have about reached our limit in these ai- 
rections, and can bare!y stand against foreign 
competition and hold our own, while new an- 
tagonists are being brought into the field. And 
what barely saves us in the close close compe- 
tition now is, that thus far other deposits are 
inferior in the quality of the bituminous or as- 
phaltic petroleum being produced. 

In view of these facts but faintly outlined 
above, is it wise for our oil interests so vast in 
their extent and so essential to the prosperity 
of the country, to be drawing their entire sup- 
plies for north, east, south and west, and also 
the whole of our export trade from the flelds 
pear by the Atlantic coast, fields which should 
be treasured up and held as the staple source 
from which to draw cheaply the vast bulk of 
the oil, that goes to sustain our export trade 
carried on against suth close competition? 


Should we not rather enter upon the devel- 
opment of interior oil fields for the supply of 
our vast interior consumption, taking our sup- 
plies from the vast deposits of Kentucky for 
all the south and southwest, and drawing 
principally upon our seaboard deposits to sus- 
tain our export trade,which lie so near the At- 
iantic sea ports,and which are already con- 
nected with those sea ports by every nec- 
essary facility? 

Suppose we first measurably deplete and ex- 
haust these deposits,(as we are doing), that 
seem providentialiy to be located near the 
coast, how will we in that event meet foreign 
competition, if we have to transport our oil 
from the interior with ail that is implied in that 
situation? 

Better far, with a prudent forethought, tap 
the deposits that lie dormant in a locality that 
demands them, than draw for supplies upon a 
tield that lies a thousund or two of miles away, 
and in the end attempt to reach inland for sup- 
plies of oil a thousand or two or three of miles 
to compete with foreign rivals, with the added 
expense of all this immense transportation; 
and following the line of these oil deposits, 
through Kentucky and Tennessee, are min- 
eral treasures that could be cheaply put in a 
shape to command a market by the agency of 
the immense deposits of natural gas that out- 
line, and, so to speak, bound all these huge de- 
posits of oil now waiting in storage rocks and 
recesses, the coming of the drill of the explor- 







ing “wild catter” in oll, Thus with the im- 
mense interior demand supplied from our near- 
by deposits, we should, for an indefinite time 
to come, secure ourselves in our export trade, 
while otherwise the trade may be lost and an 
immense capital in accessories be lost also, 
a Om Oe 


Lima Oil for Russia, 


Mr. Whaley, the Canadian who is at the head 
of the new Lima, O., refinery, is confident that 
he can refine Lima’s ill-smelling stuff so that it 
will be acceptable to the Russian trade, but he 
is under the impression that it cannot compete 
with the better grades of Pennsylvania oil. He 
says that they have half a million barrels sur- 
plus oil on their hands in Canada that they 
cannot find a market for on account of them 
making a poor quality, and with to get too 
large a percentuge out of it. The consequence 
is, Pennsylvania oil is shipped in and drowns 
their market. The following table exhibits 
the gravity of the oilinthe crude and r2fined 
states, which is Mr. Whaley’s work, and it is 
claimed that the oil has been exposed to the 
atmosphere for one month without that dis- 
gusting odor returning:

Carrying Oil in Bulk. 


The petroleum export business received an 
impetus last week by the charter of four steam- 
ships to load barrel and case petroleum for 
Europe, and a Spanish steamship and a bark to 
load crude petroieum in bulk, the former for 
the West Indies and the latter on French ac- 
count. The German steamship Brutus will 
take to Seville, Spain, 18,000 cases at 16 cents 
per case; 13,000 barrels of refined oil will go to 
Rouen, France, at 2s per barrel on the steam- 
ship Auretta, and 10,000 barrels of crude will be 
taken to Rouen at 2s 74 pence per barrel on 
the English steamehip Gleadowe, which arrived 
here last night from New York in ballast. The 
English steamship Suppisich is also bound here 
to Joad 40,000 cases of the refined product for 
the Levant. 

The demand for American case oil in the Le- 
vant, which is near the Russian oil territory, 
bas grown within the laat few weeks to tor- 
midable proportions, and the boxes ia which it 
is shipped are used over and over sgain with 
the inferior grades of Russian oils. The oldest 
trader in carrying crude petroleum from this 
port is the Norwegian bark Lindesnaes, now 
loading in the Schuyikill River for Havre, hav- 
ng been running here for four years past. The 
German ship Andromeda, altered into a bulk 
carrying ship at Bremerhaven, took from this 
port 634,640 gallons, equal to about 14,000 bar- 
rels. She had seventy-two tanks in two rows 
of three tiers each. The master of the vessel 
reported that she behaved well in bad weather. 
The steamship Primate, which has been run- 
ning here in the iron ore trade with Cuba, will 
also be converted into a tank ship for the Black 
Seatrade. The tanks will only come up to the 
between decks, with expansion tanks in the 
hatches. She will have twelve compartments, 
and will carry 1,740 tons of oil, 650 tons of water 
ballast and 400 tons of coal. These new inno- 
vations are looked upon with great interest by 
the shippers and dealers in petroleum.—Phila- 
delphia Record. 
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Do Flaid Extracts Deterlorate with 
Age*.

Fluid extracts were first introduced as a sep~ 
arate and distinct class of medicines into the 
Pharmacopoeia in the revision of 1850. Prior to 
that time fluid extract of sarsaparilia was the 
only one recognized by either our own or the 
British Pharmacopeia. The slow progress 
with which this fleld was occupied was shown 
in the fact that the first decade thereafter, 
when the revision of 1860 was made, twenty- 
four fluid extracts were naiped as officinal. 
Such drugs as buchu, dandelion, ergot, gen- 
tian, ginger, serpentaria, senna, etc., were 
among the number. 

The growth of this valuable remedial agent 
during the next twenty years has been neither 
slow nor circumscribed, and the modest claim 
to more than four hundred fluid extracts is 
now made by enterprising manufacturers, with 
promises of more to follow.as the necessities 
of medicine, or, perhaps more properly speak- 
ing, the enterprise of the fluid extract manu- 
facturer may suggest. Along side by side with 
the familiar old ladies’ slipper bottel upon the 
back shelf,you may see also the well known fluid 
extract of Judas tree, hoangnan, thapsia gar- 
ganica, lippia Mexicanna, alligator, pearseed, 
elephant’s foot and hundreds of others with 
which we are just as familiar as we are with 
these. On, on, to infinity the list continues, 
until we are lostin the labyrinth of technical 
and mystifying names unknown to the student 
of chemistry; botany, Greek, Latin or ancient 
mythology. First we read and admire,then we 
purchase and then—weswear. But the ques- 
tion is not whether there is enough; we must 
do with what we have, and leave the question 
of supply with the manufacturer.

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Fluid extracts are said to be concentrations 
of the active principals of crude drugs in liquid 

form. A fluid ounce of finished extract repre- 
senting one ounce of the drug; a pound of the 
extract onelpound of the drug, etc. 

While they are defined as concentrations,and 
are so to some extent, yet they contain much 
that is inert, as no process with whieh I am ac- 
quainted proposes to eliminate the foreign 
properties which they may contain. To say 
that all fluid extracts lose their medical virtues 
after standing would evidently be wide of the 
truth; again we can say with a good degree of 
certainty that certain ones become worthless 
after one or two years, or even shorter time. 
There are so many various principles contained 
in drugs, necessitating a great variety in meth- 
ods of manipulation, that an absolute rule can- 
not be laid down in this regard. Upon exam- 
ining a sample of aloes I found one-third the 
bottle precipitated. which, upon being washed 
out and dried, redissolved, gave none of the 
physical signs of the drug exccpt color. Upon 
subjecting the same toa chemical test found 
only a trace of aloes. The remaining liquid, 
however, seemed to retain in a weak way the 
virtues of the drug, but taken as a whole was 
very much impaired, while one-third was abso- 
lutely inert. Makers claim that fluid extracts 
represent the drug treated in such a way, and 
with a menstruum,as is best required to extract 
and bold in solution all ite virtues, great dis- 
crimination and care being necessary in select- 
ing the proper menstruum in each separate 
drug. It is very evident that fiuid extracts 
having for a menstrua ether or alcohol, 
which by nature of their crude drug will not 
give up its active principals to less volatile lig- 
uid, must of necessity be less staple than one 
that has for ite body a liquid slow to evaporate. 
If, for example, ginger, which requires alcohol 
to extract,is left exposed,it will soon reduce by 
evaporation the quantity of menstruum neces- 
sary toa perfect solution, thereby rendering 
the extract unequal in its parts and therefore 
unstable. In case the drug is in perfect solu- 
tion it will be stronger in proportion to the loss 
of ita dissolving agent. Again, drugs contain- 
ing volatile oils are Hable to rapid change by 
evaporation, if left unstopped—such as cubebs, 
peppermint, wintergreen, etc. One of the first 
indications we see of change in tiuid extracts is 
their liability to precipitate, and with those 
containing gum or resin this often occurs, ren- 
dering them unsightly and at least ruising the 
question as to their trustworthiness. 

Now this subject of precipitation is one of 
great importance, and has much to do with the 
manner with which they are made. Mr. Rob- 
bins, for the Philadelphia College of Pharmacy, 
made several tests with fluid extracts, and 
found that an extract of eucalyptus globulous, 
with alcoho! for a menstruum, produced a fine 
extract, but upon standing one year precipi- 
tated a gelatinous mass filling one-fourth the 
bottle, while anether made with Jess alcohol 
formed at once a precipitate, but upon stand- 
ing two years it was found to bea better ex- 
tract than the one in which more alcohol was 
used, Other experiments demonstrated that 
the amount of precipitate varied in proportion 
as alcohol was contained in the menstruam, 
those having more alcohol being more likely 
to gelatize. 

It must not be taken as an evidence of bad 
extract that a precipitate is thrown down, 

changes of temperature often causing cloudi- 
ness and precipitating the drug, which upon a 
rise of temperature wil! be redissolved. Rather 
must we conclude that the solution was 
well saturated with the drug, and upon re- 
ducing the temperature could not be sustained 
in solution. Now the truth is, as shown by the 
above examples, that many fluid extracts 
which undergo a change do so by virtue of 
their mode of preparation, and, while they may 
be worthless, they were not so in the beginning. 
A series of experiments conducted at the Chi- 
cago College of Pharmacy a few years ago 
demonstrated the fact that, taking 100 as the 
standard of fluid extracts, six were below fifty, 
seven below eighty-five, while but three ap- 
proximated the standard. Four were of less 
strength than the tincture of the U. 8. P. The 
probabilities were that some of these would 
never deteriorate more than twenty-five per 
cent., that being the amount of extractive mat- 
ter found. 

Though the use of glycerine has been largely 
discarded in the manufacture of fiuid 
extracts by the last revision of the 
Pharmacopea, yet it is quite evident that 
many extracts contain it bountifully as 
a menstruum, indicated by the _ rich, 
mellow appearance of the liquid, and the ab- 
sence of anything like precipitate. I have ex- 
amined two samples of Sanguinaria Canaden- 
sic, and find while one adhered to the sides and 
bottom of the bottle, the other is very trans- 
parent, depositing no sediment, and by actual 
trial the liquid containing the sediment was 
the more active and the difference in effects 
easily noticed. On several occasions I have 
found on combining tiuid extract buchu with 
spiritus nitrous ether that an explosion took 
Place, so violent as to discharge the cork; this 
also was noticed with one or two other extracts 
which I have now forgotten. Whether the ex- 
plosion took place from the glycerine con- 
tained in the fluid extract or from other causes 
Tam unable to say. 

Light and air will perhaps do more to im- 
pair the virtues of extracts than all other ele- 
ments combined, though heat and cold are no 
doubt important factore—a mean temperature 





































































































being necessary to preserve their virtues, Most 
extracts if unstopped will lose by evaporation 
until a radical change in the menstrum takes 
place. Again, the direct rays of the sun will 
cause chemical changes that no doubt will 
eventually impair if not destroy their active 
principals. 

The subject is too great in its proportions 
for ope short paper, and there is little known 
and much to learn concerning them. We con- 
clude, however, that most extracts which con- 
tain little or no gum, and reasonably free from 
volatile oil, if kept at a medium temperature 
protected from light and air, will maintain 
their strength for several years.

The London Petroleum Association. 


The semi-annual meeting of the Petroleum 
Association was held in London a week or two 
ago. It was reported that the qvality of the 
American oil had been so improved that none 
of the seventy members of the association had 
any complaints to make against the article, 

In accordance with the request of members 
of the trade, the Council propose to issue an 
alternative form of contract for Russian petro- 
leum oi), based upon the unit of weight of 84 
lbs. For some time past, Sir Frederick Abel 
has been engaged, in conjunction with the 
chemist of the association, in experimentally 
ascertaining the conditions under which acci- 
dents occur in the use of mineral oil lamps, and 
it is satisfactory to find that these accidents 
bave been proved to be due to causes which 
may be easily removed. A number of sugges- 
tions for the construction and use of mineral 





erick Abel and;the chemist of the association, 
the Metropolitan Board of Works issued a 
memorandum embodying these suggestions.

In the majority of cases, the samples which 
were inferior to standard white in color were 
80 distributed throughout the parcels that the 
proportion came within the allowance, but 7687 
barrels of Neptune brand.

In nearly all departments of the paint market 
a feeling ofdullness prevails, but manufactur- 
ersend dealers are looking forward to theearly 
opening of the fall season, and do not find the 
quietness as irksome as it would be under other 
circumstances, With no disturbing influences 
to affect prices a generally steady feeling ob- 
tains, and we find no changes to make in quo- 
tations. 

White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

Pig lead is somewhat easicr than at the date 
of our last owing to low prices abroad and the 
lack of important demand here. Sales have 
been made of abovt 300 tons common at 4 %9@ 
4 85c while foreign it is reported has sold here 
tothe entent of 00 tons at 4 8244@4 85c The stock 
here is reported to be about 1800 tons foreign 
and 1500 tons- Richmond, the latter being held 
off the market. The closing quotations were 
4 85@4 90c for common and 4 90@4 95¢ for re- 
fined. Messre. Wahl & Co. write from St. Louis 
under date of July 24 asfollows: “Weaker and 
lower seaboad advices, together with declining 
values in Europe, have vaused our Western 
buyera to act cautiously during the week, and 
sales of both common and refined lead bave in 
consequence been of a very limited character. 
It igsafe to say that not over 250 tons distnb- 
uted in retail lots changed hands at prices 
ranging from 4 65@4 67}4c. As will be seen from 
above quotations prices in the West have not 
declined since our last report in spite of dis- 
couraging ea-tern reports reterred to. Hold- 
ers content themselves with the idea lead is 
more than likely to be pretty good property 
for next 30 or 60 days, or say for balance of 
year, and that the demand will more than 
likely exceed the available supplies. This natu 
rally, if realized, of which there seems to be lit- 
tle doubt, puts pig lead in a very healthy con- 
dition. 


The demand for white lead shows no im- 
provement over previous weeks, and little 
change in the situation can be expected until 
the tell season opens.

Lead 
in oil in 25 lb, 12% |b and 1 to 5 |b cans is quoted 
at an advance of }éc, lcand «oc respectively, on 
the keg prices. The rebates are as hereto- 
fore and are payable at the end of the year to 
buyers who observe the rules of the associa- 
tion. 

American oxide of zinc is not in as much de- 
mand as at this time last week, buyers having 
about completed their supplies. Prices, how- 
ever, remain firm,and we have no change to 
record in our quotations. French zincs meet 
with the usual demand at this time of the 
year. Prices have not chapged and we con- 
tinue to quote the combination prices, which 
are 55¢c for dry Antwerp red seal in bbis of 
220% Ibs, 6d for dry Paris red seal, and 7}4c for 
dry Paris greens seal. Discounts are as follows: 
To buyers of 10 bbl lots of one or assorted 
grades 1 per cent 25 bbls 2 per cent, and 60 bbis 
4 per cent, No discount is allowed on less than 
10 bbl lots and discounts include brokerage. 


Drv Colors. 


REDS. 

There is not as much demand for English 
venetian red,though a fair trade is atill in 
progress. Nochange in prices is reported, the 
market being steady at $1 35@1 40 for Cookson’s 
to arrive and $1 05@110 for other brands; 
$1 424@1 45 fortheformer and $1 10@1 25 for 
the latter according to quantity and brand, 
For American there is a moderate demand, 
which is supplied at our quotations. We note 
sales of 250 bbis English to arrive at $1 10@1 20. 
The invoice per Broomhaugh from Newcastle 
was sold previously. 

Carmine is without animation at the mo- 
ment, buyers not being in need of supplies. 
Prices are sustained at the figures agreed upon 
by the manufacturers and we repeat the quo- 
tations of $3 15@3 25 according to quantity and 
style of packing. 

Quicksilver vermilion has experienced no 
movement during the past week, except as 
much as is usually noticed at this time of the 
year when most buyers are well supplied. The

Artificial vermilion is not wented except in a 
small way to supply the occasional demands of 
consumers. Prices have undergone no change, 
the quotations still ranging from 7@1l5c for the 
low and medium grades, and 18@25c for the 
finer kinds, 

Red lead and litharge remain dull and unat- 
tractive. Manufacturers of the former main- 
tain very firm views, and we learn of nothing 
offering below the price agreed upon; this is 
6440 60 days, or 244 per cent discount for cash in 
15 days from date of invoice. The nominal 
quotation for litharge is 534c, but this is oc- 
casionally shaded to 5c.

Plate Glass in England. 


It was not till the year 1688 that the manufac- 
ture of plate glass revived in Europe, and 
rendered of any great commercial value.In that 
year a Frenchman named Thevart, having ob- 
tained a patent for his invention, granting him 
or his licensees a monopoly of the manufac- 
tory for thirty years, established works in 
Paris. These works were subsequently re- 
moved to St. Gobain. and here the manufacture 
of plate glass is still carried on, this manufac- 
tory being the largest io the world. 

For nearly a hundred years after this date 
plate glass was Only to be obtained from 
France, and it was not until the year 1772 that 
a “Company of Adventurers” was incorporated 
under the title of ‘The Governor and Company 
of the British Plate Glass Manufacturers,’”’ for 
the purpose of manufacturing plate glass in 
England. 

The Act under which the company was con- 
stituted was entitled: **An Act to incorporate 
certain persons herein named, and their suc- 
cessors, With proper powers, for the purpose 
of establishing one or more glass manufactories 
within the Kingdom of Great Britain, for the 
more effectually supporting and conducting 
the same upon an improved plan in a peculiar 
manner, calculated for the casting of large 
Plate elass.”’ 

The act recites how the revenues of the 
kingdom will, in all probability, benefit largely 
from the establishment of these manutactures, 


by the imposition of duties to be paid on all 
completed glass, 1nd how also it is possibie that 
the manufacture of the glasss itseif may be 
greatly improved. In pursuance of the powers 
obtained under this Act, the company pro- 
cured workmen and machinery from France, 
and built a manufactory at Ravenhead, near 
St. Helen’s, in Lancashire (fitting it completely 
in every respect). and commenced the manu- 
facture. These works are still in operation, 
and as time has passed they have been im- 
proved and perfected in every department, so 
that they are now among the most efficieut 
which can be founi. Otber works have been 
established in various parts of the country, 
notably at Poplar. in London, and at Sutton, 
nesr the original works at Ravenbead. Ia 
these days, therefore, instead of the greater 
portion of the plate glass used in this country 
being imported trom France and Belgium, we 
make sufficient not only to satisfy our owa 
wants, but are able also to supply our neigh- 
bors.— London Pottery Gazette,

There were two sessions held, at the first of 
whicb only members of the association were 
admitted while the second was open toall 
manufacturers, of which there were many 
present who were not members of the national 
association. The sessions were secret. The 
annual election of officers occupied alarge part 
of the time of the first sessiun, and resulted in 
the re-election of the old officers with the ex- 
ception of the secretary, Mr. O. E. Frazee, of 
the Canastota (N. Y.) Glass Company, being 
chosen in place of Mr. E. R. Wood. 

President Bodine’s annual report was a 
lengthy and complete resume of the window 
glass trade, particularly the manufacturing 
branch. Much interest has been felt in regard 
to the showing of the stock, but the manufac- 
turers have.concluded not to make the state- 
ment public on the ground that a genere) 
knowledge of the amount of stock on hand 
would be detrimental to the manufacturing in- 
terests. It was learned however, that the stock 
on hand at the end of the fire this year was 
much smaller than expected, some sizes being 
extremely scarce. The president’s report 
showed that the number of pots in operation 
this year was a slight increase over the preced- 
ing fireand that there would probably bea 
slight decrease next season. The imports of 
French glass he said amounted in round num- 
bers to 925,000 boxes, a large increase over all 
but the last two years. 

The question of wages was brought up for 
discussion, but owing to lack of time and the 
fact that the workers had not officially notified 
the association of a demand for an increase 
action was deferred and the matter referred 
back to the Committee on Wages. Generally 
the question of wages is settled by each section 
without interference on the part of the asso- 
ciation and matters will probably be allowed to 
take this course in the present instance. The 
workers, however, in a recent convention 
passed resolutions instructing their committee 
on wages to prerent a demand for an increase 
in the wages of the gatherers from 60 per cent 
to 70 per cent of the amount paid to blowers. 
If the demand was refused the committee was 
instructed to announce a strike of the gatherers. 
This committee was also authorized to ask for 
an increase of 10 per cent in the blower’s wages, 
but it was left to their discretion to press the 
demane or not, These demands were not, ap- 
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parently, presented at the Long Branch meet- 
ing. 

The question of starting up on September let 
was discussed at some length, but as the mat- 
ter is not within the province of the association 
no official action was taken. It was understood 
that some manufacturers who were short of 
stock were anxious to start up as s00N as pos- 
sible but others not in this position favored a 
delay of several weeks. 

The most important matter was the revision 
ot the price list in which prices on those sizes 
most in demand were advanced while other 
changes were made that renders the list more 
satisfactory. On page 41 in this issue the new 
list will be found among our prices current. 
This change has been talked of for some time 
and seems to give general satisfaction. 

On the whole the meeting does not appear to 
have been as satisfactory as expected. Many 
are diposed to take agloomy view of the future 
seeing no chance for a material improvement 
ahead. The slight gain in prices which bas been 
tade of late gives little or no encouragement 
and the Jabor question promises to give much 
troubleand probably interfere seriously with 
fall operations. The natural gas question re- 
ceived its share of attention at the meeting and 
the general opinion expressed regarding it was 
extremely favorable. The discussion brought 
out the fact that the introduction of natural 
gas had caused the loss of much time in manu- 
facturing and was responsible for the produc- 
tion of aconsiderable quantity of poor stock, 
but wherever it had been tried it had given the 
utmost satisfaction and no one appeared to re- 
gret that they have made the change. 

The bottle manufacturers were in convention 
at the West Eod onthe 20th, the day preceed- 
ing the window glass makers’ meeting, and had 
a very important and interesting session at 
which the trade was well repaesented. Asin 
the case of the window glass men the confer- 
ence of the bottle makers was not altogether 
satisfactory. The subject of wages which was 
discussed at length appeared to leave a very 
gloomy impression upon the minds of the man- 
ufacturers. Owing to the arbitrary demands 
of the blowers the prospects of any early start 
this fallis very uncertain and the outicok is con- 
sidered not all favorable either to manufactur- 
er or to workmen. The following preamble 
and resolutions which were adopted by a unan- 
imous vote tell their own story. 


WHeERzAS, The Giass Manufacturers’ Associ- 
ation learns from the public pe and from 
other sources that the Glass Biowera’ League 
has determined that no apprentices shall be 
taken for the coming blast, and believing that 
such action is cpposed to all fair dealing with 
the tending boys; that it tends to destroy all 
proper ambition on their part and works a 
great wrong to them; that it is an arbitrary 
and unwarranted invasion of the rights of 
manufacturers. and opposed to the best inter- 
esta of both employer and employed. and be- 
lieving that no association should dictate who 
shall or who shall not be permitted to learn any 
trade, therefore, 

Reso ved, That a committee shall be appointed 
to properly represent the matter to the work- 
men, and secure the canceling of all regula- 
tions as to apprentices, and also to arrange a 
proper scale of wages for the ensuing biast. 

Resolrei, That with a view of securip 
equitabie and stable basis of busiaess, w toh 
the present unjust andarbitrary attitude of the 
green glass blowers prevents, the Labor Com- 
mittee are hereby instructed to inquire and 
report, as early at may be convenient, as to the 
expediency of establishing one or more noes 
mental eee. pee rly equipped and su 
intended, to be as a training schoo for 
glass blowers. 

Many of the bottle men who are also mem- 
bers of the Window Glass Association remained 
tc attend the convention of that body on the 
2st.

Vegetable Oils 

There has been no further change in the mar- 
ket for linseed oil since our lastand a very firm 
feeling prevails notwithstanding*the break in 
flaxseed at Chicago. The demand has subsided 
and only a moderate jobbing business is in pro- 
gress. Although present prices are unprofita- 
ble a further advance it is said will 
depend upon whether the Western crushers 
succeed in perfecting their organization. At 
the meeting held in Chicago on the afternoon 
of Friday lastthe Western corroders, accord- 
ing to press reports, came to an agreement to 
regulate prices without an attempt to control 
the production. A forfeit for violation of the 
agreement was fixed, but will not go into effect 
until 90 per cent. of the crushers have 
signed, At the meeting thirty-two firms were 
represented and signed the agreement, and 
efforts were at once inaugurated to secure the 
signature of the remaining tnirty-two. The 
Executive Committee were authorized to fix 
prices when a sufficient number of signatures 
are obtained to make the agreement binding. 
It is believed that the association will be suc- 
cessfully started within a few days. Western 
oil is offered on the spot at 42c, but is not 
wanted. It is probable that 4l1c would be ac- 
cepted on a large order. 

Crude cotton oil is not offering on this mar- 
ket, except a few stray lots of inferior quality, 
which are offered on sample. The nominai 
price of prime oil is 27}4c. Crude is not in- 
quired after, and the article is devoid of inter- 
est. Soup stock is offering at 144c per ib on 
spot and tankings at 1@2\c, according to qual-

manifested in the efforts to concentrate 


the cotton oil interests in the South, 
and many inquiries have been made as to the 
extent and progress of this new feature in the 
business. Since the last publication of the 
names of the mills bought by the Trust, the 
following have been added: Dixie Oil Com- 
pany, Nashville, Tenn.; Cairo Oil Company, 
Cairo, Ill; Yazoo Oil Works, Yazoo City, Miss.; 
Grenada Oil Company, Grenada, Miss.; two 
mills in Montgomery, Ala,; one mill in Augus- 
ta, Ga.; Mobile Oil Works, Mobile, Ala.; Bien- 
ville Oil Company, New Orleans, and the Louisi- 
ana Oil Company, New Orleans. 

Refined cotton oil is well supported in price 
by holders, but the extreme views held are 
preventing busicess for export. Last Thurs- 
duy the price was advanced to 36c for some 
brands of prime summer yellow and held 
there, but this is lc above the actual market, 
and no busiuess has transpired over 35c. A 
meport was circulated that 500 bbls of spot cil 
changed hands at 35}¢c, but the seller could 
not be found, and no doubt it is one of those 
numerous “wash’’ sales talked about to influ- 
ence the market, which is receiving considerable 
artificial support at the moment to boost it 
along until the new season opens. If buyers 
would only lend their assistance by taking im- 
portant quantities of prime oil, a higher range 
of values would naturally be the result, owing 
to the general supposition that prime oil is 
scarce. Instead, they are buying spuringly, 
without anticipating wants, while exporters 
are not disposed to do any material business 
at present prices, Buyers for domestic use are 
bidding 34}4c, but we hear of no business at that. 
The bottom price for prime, in lots of 50 to 100 
barrels is 35c,and at the close the market was 
gradually pointing to 35}¢c as the inside figure. 
A lot of 5€0 barrels is reported sold for Sep- 
tember delivery at 3546c, which some traders 
view as a low price, while others are inclined to 
be dubious. A wager has been made that the 
market will touch 40c for prime summer yellow 
next season, and the party on the bull side is 
confident of winning the stake. As the general 
expectation is for an advance all along the line, 
itis argued that cotton oil will necessarily 
follow, even if the seed crop is exces- 
sive. The opinion is entertained that pro- 
duction of oil will be curtailed next season 
but itis not stated what wili become of the 
surplus seed. Receipts of oil at this port dur- 
ing the week were 1,592 bbls, which are only a 
portion of the business done here, as stocks in 
store and in manufacturers’ hands are drawn 
upon. Winter yellow is offering at 42@45c 
without exciting any interest. Off grades, 
summer yellow, are weak and very difficult to 
move, even at 30@3lc; buyers are satisfied 
there is a good supply of such oil, and oniy 
come into the market to fill urgent necessities

The market is firm and tending up- 
ward, and this feeling has a corresponding in- 
fluence on refined grades, but no change in quo- 
tations has occurred. Receipts of crude for the 
week were 2,975 bbls, and the stock at New Bed- 
ford is now placed at 22,120 bbls.

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the improved demand is very noticeable, and 
is a marked feature of trade in lubricants. The- 
export business is ona better b-sis than this 
time last year; every house reports a larger 
outlet to foreign ports and the official figures 
as furnished by the Government, prove conclu- 
sively that more money is being real zed on ex- 
port orders than last year. The published 
statement for June shows a less amount of 
lubricating oil sent abroad by 60,702 gallons, as 
compared with June last year, but an increased 
value of $6,€03. This indicates that better 
prices are received. For the fiscal year ending 
June 30 the total exports of Jubricating oils, 
including pareffine, lacked 617.647 gallons of 
reaching the amount sent abroad last year, but 
the deficiency is fast disappearing, and this 
season 1s expecteé to exceed the previous busi- 
ness. 

Paraffine oils are selling at all sorts of prices. 
Estallisbed brands are quoted at #@l0c for 
prime 25 gravity, but supplies are offering 
from second hands at $c guaranteed prime, 
and this means that some manufacturers are 
releasing s ocks at 9@94c, but in a private way. 
It is said that 25 gravity can be bought in Phil 
adelphia at 8c, but the cold test and viscosity 
are claimed to be weak. Heavy stocks sare 
burdening the market, and until they are lifted 
no improvement can be expec'ed. The 
usual price of 28 gravity is 7@7}4c, but the 
business is limited. Some inquiry ts to be noted 
for 22@23 gravity, the price of which is heid 
high as few refiners make that grade. Red oils 
are in large supply and offering freely in some 
instances at buyers fizures. Kor 22@23 gravity 
the market is nominally l( }4@I2c according to 
holder. They are being manufactured more 
largely to take the place of regular paraffiaes. 

Cylinder stocks ure steadily held at former 
prices, We have hea d of no cutting on prime | 
stocks, and in some instances advanced prices 
have been realized for certain brandg. It is 
more difficult to obtain good 600 test ligbt fil 
tered at l6c, as no (fferings are made at that, 
17@18c being the genera! range. Special maker 
of dark filtered command M@I8c, according to 
brand, but cheaper makes are on the market 
at various prices. Dark steam has not been 
changed from its former dull position. 

Black reduced oils have probably reached 
bottom; the talk is all that way and manufac 
turers are still complaining of the smal! margin 
of pre fit at 8@814c for lbc t and 7}¢c for 25c t Sum 
mer oil is unchanged at 6c, with only a jobbing 
business doing. The extremely low prices have 
resulted in placing some very inferior oils 
upon the market. 


Oil Cake. 

It now looks asif the oil cake market is not 
to receive support from the seed market, if the 
developments of the past few days mean any- 
thing. The reaction in seed brought about by 
a denial of reports concerning the crop, which 
is suid not to be’ so sbo t as rumored, has had 
nv direct influence on cake vaiues yet. In fact 
they have taken the contrary course and are 
now quoted higher, as we anticipated in pre- 
vious issue, would be the case. An easier 
feeling in freights prevailed and some buyers 
took advantage of this fact by shipping 
500 tons, for which they had to pay 
the advance figures of $2525 per ton 
for Western ceke on spot, which is the highest 
price realized for several weeks for important 
quantities. Holders now ask $2550, but as 
freights bave since stiffened,an easier feeling is 
expected to rule. The market is entirely nom- 
inal at the moment. We have sales of 500 tons 
in Chicago on private terms. Receipts are fall- 
ing off considerably, the arrivals for the 
week only r+ achiog 13,849 sacks for export. City 
and State crushers are not naming a price, but 
their figures sre generally 2 @i0c per ton above 
the value of Westernon spot. There is no new 
feature to report in cotton cake, the Soutbern 
markets remaining unchanged. 


Oil Meal. 

The most important item occurring lately, is 
the shipment of 18,499 sacks of oil meal from 
Philadelphia last week to a foreign port. The 
sale of meal on Change is slow. Feed dealers 
buy in small jots to satisfy immediate wante.

Reducing a Whale to Oil. 


The capture of a whale in Monterey Bay, 
California, recently formed the subject of a 
letter to the Alta California, and at the same 
time it was promised that the modus operandi 
by which the blubbering monster is converted 
into oil would form the ground for another 
letter ina few days. This promise has been 
fulfilled by the publication of the following ac- 
count: 

“A whale in blue water,full of life and vigor, 
is as inoffensive to the nostrils as a basket of 
spring violets, but he makes up forit after his 
blubber begios to melt over the reducing 
warmth of the trypot. The odor is not all- 
powerful in its objectionable sense, nor is it 
sickening or disgusting. Its persistency and 
affection are what keep one’s mind occupied. 
A real healthy cut-up whale can fill the clothes 
of any one brought in contact with it with suf- 
ficient perfume—of the kind—to last a lifetime, 
and the clothes may be torn and tattered, but 
the scent of the whale will cling to them stiil, 
There is one good thing about the smell, how- 
ever, it minds its own business and sticks 
pretty well at home. The Monterey works 
are located directly to windward of the 
town, but the inhabitants are never both- 
ered even when the wind is most favorable for 
wafting the odor in their direction, The pots 


and furnaces are located at the foot of a small 
bluff, and the demoniacal ssreams of the thou- 
sands of ever-present shags and guls, rising as 
they do from the region of fire, smoke and 
red-shirted fishermen below, lend the spot a 
hades-like aspect that invariably startles the 
new beholder into a consciousness of what 
punishment may greet him in the hereafter. 
The delusion to those possessed of guilty con- 
sciences is not at all decreased by the clouds of 
thick smoke produced by the fat used for fuel 
beneath the huge caldron from which an ill- 
flavored steam was sent off the simmering oil. 
After a brief survey from the bluff the party 
clutched their several noses and carefully 
picked their way down the steep hillside, into 
and through the amateur infernal regions to 
the clear air of the beach below. Here the 
ponderous victim of the previous day’s hunt 
was found rolled partially clear of the wat+-r. 
and lookihg something like an oyster bed, on 
account of the heavy growth of barnacles and 
other shellfish that covered its tough black 
hide. Long lines attached to head and taii 
connected with powerful windlasses higher 
up the beach, and in this manner the carcass 
was rolled over until it was clear of 
the water. Thena gang of the men attacked 
it with sharp, spadelike instruments, 
which shaved off the dead-white blubber in 
convenient squares with astonishing rapidity, 
less than two bours being required to strip one 
entire side of the whale, and it was fully 85 feet 
inlength. Aturnof the windiasses exposed 
another section, which was stripped, and then 
the operation was repeated until only the skel- 
eton and head remained. The head was as 
large as a small cabin, and while not containing 
the valuable whalebone of commerce obtained 
in northern waters, it is still a highly prized 
part of the animal on account of the quantity 
of almost pure oil it carries in a compartment 
of its capacious recesses. In a valuable prize 
this oil is so soft that it can be dipped out by 
the buckettul. The entire crew were busy all 
the while the blubber was being cut off, and 
they worked in splendid harmony. Some car- 
ried the large squares up the beach and dumped 
them into troughs alongside a long, heavy 
table possessing the solidity of buchers’ blocks. 
From these troughs they were fished out bya 
pair of reeking, bare-armed Portuguese, who 
sliced off the skin and then deposited the slabs 
in front of four equally brawny and oily fel- 
lows on the opposite side of the table. This 
quartette was armed with heavy double-han- 
died knives, two feet in length, with 
which they slashed away at the fat 
with a vigor that speedily reduced it to 
mince meat fit for the try pot. As fast as the 
scraps were fine enough to suit their taste they 
were raked into tubs between their legs and 
carried off to the pote. An ingenious con- 
trivance enables the pot boilers to draw off the 
oil as fast as extracted, thus leaving the caul- 
drons free for the reception of more blubber. A 
pair of pots will keep six men bury, and will 
turn out, by the method described, an average 
of twenty-five barrels per diem, There is no 
expense attached for fuel, the fins, some of the 
bony portions and the exhausted blubber fur 
nishing an ample supply. The average whale 
brings a net receipt of about $1,100, but an un- 
usually large one. such as was in hand during 
the correspondent’s visit, will realize a third 
as much more, the market price of the oil being 
about $35 per barrel. The company pays very 
fair dividends, and the work is attended with 
very little of the exposure and risk of life at- 
tendant upon the cruises of their brethren who 
seek the sperm whale in the Arctic. The species 
caught in Monterey Bay are almost entirely of 
the California gray or the hump-back variety, 
and a right or sperm whale is a great rarity. 
Oneentered the bay some years ago, and as 
proof that he did not go out again the captain 
of the company exhibited a piece of the tringed 
elastic bone from his head that enters so largely 
into the framework of ladies’ dresses and cor- 
sets, The specimen was cight feet in length, 
and the fringe through which the former pos 
sessor strained his food was from four to six 
inches long. The shadows of noon deepened 
the scene under the bluff when the olfactories 
of the ladies of the party could stand the sim- 
mering blubb r no looger,and with a back 
ward glance at the Cimmerian dell where tne 
gulls screamed and the blubber fires glowed, 
the party retraced their steps to the hotel, Off 
to one side of the frequented portion of the 
beach there are scores of sections of skeletons 
of whales, bleached to a snowy whiteness by 
tbe action of sun and water, but an inspection 
of the streets wi.l show that the ingenous resi- 
dents of old Monterey did not silowthe re- 
mains of the huge fishes to be entirely wasted, 
and many a street corner can be seen where a 
large curved rib forms a neat, cheap and dura- 
ble curbing. In other places straighter bones 
form the confines of the streets and keep in 
place the herd white sand which is commonly 
used to build sidewalks off the business streets 
of the city. Sections of the round vertebs the 
size of buckets are often hollowed out and con- 
verted into unique flower pots, the white sides 
of which make an artistic contrast with the 
glassy green of the runnirg plants and creep- 
ers that have their life witnin. Tbe dooryard 
of the old church, Mt. Carmel Mission, is en- 
tirely paved witb various s)zed sections of ver- 
tebree, int rapersed with bright beach pebbles, 
while in the center isa large star formed of 
straight bones, with a center of mosaic done in 
pebbles and splinters of bone. Even in the 
semetary bones have been used by the relicts 


of the humbler occupants to perform various | 


little offices in marking and enclosing graves. 


and on the northern shore of the bay there isa 
pile of the gigantic skeletons of sufficient size 
to rival the contents of the Catacombs.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


TUESDAY EVENING, July 27, 1886. 


The speculative market isin the dumps. For 
six days it has shown very little life or anima- 
tion. The bull pit has been deserted and 
interest has centered on the more lively rail- 
road stocks. The arguments advanced by the 
bulls for a midsummer advance in prices are 
lame and impotent. 

In the great producing field the situation is 
practically unchanged. Production has and is 
steadily climbing upwards, while consumption 
is as certainly falling behind. Washington has 
again surprised the trade by developing a 
gusher where indications pointed to a small 
producer, possibly aduster, The advent of the 
McKeown well on Wednesday sent the market 
down two cents. On Thursday the lost ground 
was regained and ever since the market has 
hung around 66 cents. Saturday and Monday 
were phenomenally dull days, the range each 
day not exceeding one-fourth of a cent. 

The bears, generally active and aggressive 
are displaying a disposition to let the stuff 
sione. With the present low range in values, 
generally confined to one cent or less a day, 
there is no money in certificates to either side. 
The only traders who make anything are the 
scalpers, and their marginsof profits are neces- 
sarily small. 

“ What do I think of the market?” repeated 
a leading trader in reply tothe query. ‘ Well, 
I think speculation is as near a standstill as it 
can be. My custoners, and [ have a large num- 
ber of heavy rollers, have withdrawn from the 
market. My outside orders are few,and deals 
are generally confined to 2,000 and 5,000 barrel 
lots. There is but little moncy in the market 
at these prices. I do not look for an immediate 
advance, nor do I expect a serious decline. 
The market, I consider, is about as low as it 
will go, although it would not be surprising if 
sales were made at 60 cents within the fort 
night.” 


“At thisseason of the year,’’ remarked an- 
other broker, “business in all speculative com- 
modities fails off. It’s true that a year ago oil 
sold atand arounda dollar. Then the great 
Thorn Creek pool was going to pieces, and no 
other big fields were in sight. To-day we have 
Washington with an average production of 
8,300 bbis a day, with the probability that the 
wells nuw drilling and soon due will raise the 
average t> 11,000 bbls or more per diem. Trade 
is paralyz2d, and Ido not look for much of an 
improvement until fall sets in.” 

“It’s a matter of history,” said a big opera- 
tor from Bradford, “that some of the biggest 
flurries in oil have occurred just at the time 
when the production was greatly in excess of 
the demand. When consumption was more 
than equal to the output, as was the case dur- 
ing the greater portion of the past thirteen 
months, the market has, instead of advancing, 
gone on the other tack, and declined. It would 
seem that this ought to be a good season fora 
spurt, but from the apathy displayed on all 
sides, a decline is more than probable.”’ 

From the prepartions being wade at the Tay- 
lorstown wildcat in the erection ot tanks, it is 
evident that the owners anticipate a good well. 
If such proves the ease a new fleld of unknown 
dimensions will be opened. The territory in 
and around Washington is spotted and uncer- 
tain. As in Cherry Groyeand Thorn Oreek 
dusters are found along side of gushers and 
vice versa. One swallow does not make a sum- 
mer, neither does one well make an oil field. 

Although dull the market displavs an under- 
current of stability. Only extremely bearish 
news from the field will bring about a marked 
decline. The long oil that is being shaken out 
comes largely from the hands of light waisted 
speculators, ,jwho dread the excessive storage 
charges, and further fear a break into the 
fifties, It is safe to assert that the bulk of the 
certificates are in strong hands. When the 
time comes their holders will step forward, and 
then, and not until then, will we be treated to 
an old time market. 

During June the entire production of 
the New York and Pennsylvania field was 
estimated at 74,454 barrels, an increase of 6,256 
bbls over May, 11,427 bbls over April, 14,690 bbis 
over March, 16,614 bbis over February, 17,182 
bbls over January, 1886; 16,160 bbls over June, 
1885 and 9,616 in excess ot June, 1884. During 
June Bradford’s 13,950 wells produced 27,860 
bbls, being an increase over the previous 
month of 712 bbis. The Allegany field is doing 
under 7,000 bbls a day. The output of all the 
other fields in Pennsylvania, including Wasb- 
ington is put at 40,040 bbls every twenty-four 
hours.

An almost utter lack of business has charac- 
terized the week in the refined market. Euro- 
pean buyers are going slow and are only pur- 
chasing enough oil to meet their current de- 
mands. On Friday refiners conceced an eighth 
and several cargoes were sold at 6%c. Yester- 
day bids were freely made at a fraction below 
the market. In but few cases wae the offer en- 
tertained. To-night the market closed strong 
and steady at 6%c at the three Atlantic ports 
The time of regular delivery of refined in bar- 
rels has been extended from 30 to 45days,which 
is regarded asa great accommodation by ex- 
porters. The extension of time has no bearing 
on the market. 

In their last circular Messrs. Schutte & Lem- 
kuhl of Bremen say: 

“Since the Antwerp purties interested in 
Russian petroleum have refused to give the 
guarantees demanded for the correctness of 
their statistics, the stocks of Russian petrolenm 
at all places will be deducted, and in future no 
Russian petroleum will be received on ar- 
rival.” 

The total stocks at the seven continental 
ports for the year ending June 30, as reported 
by the same firm, were 731,72] bbls, against 
899,387 bbls in 1885, 1,308 824 bbls in 1884, 1,631,404 
bbis in 1883 and 1,277,548 bbis in 1882, During 
the year the total receipts were 3,717,370 bbls, as 
compared with 8,572,879 barrels in 
1885, 3,405,219 barrels in 1884. 5,796,362 
bbis in 1883 and 3,959,021 bbls bbls in 1882. The 
total shipments aggregated 3,886,172 bbls, 
against 3,919,648 bbls in the previous year. On 
June 30 there were afloat fur the seven ports 
215,690 bbls, as against 310,554 bbis in 1884; at the 
same date 220,700 bbls were loading in United 
States porte, as compared with 142,750 bbis in 
the previous year. 

There is no immediate danger that Russian 
Oil will supplant the American product in the 
markets of the old world, as the following ex- 
tract from a recent circular of Wm, H. Samuel 
& Co., of Liverpool, will testify : 

“That a large quantity of Russian oil may 
be brought upon this market during the season 
appears likely, from the fact that there is now 
alarge tank shipment loading for Liyerpool. 
At the same time much will depend upon the 
success s#ttending the first tank shipment. The 
experience of last season indicates that, not- 
withstanding the fair quality of Russian oil, it 

annot command a very large eale, except at 
considerably less prices than those ruling for 
American oil, and it remains to be seen whether 
the Russian refiners will be content to accept 
prices that will enable their oil to be placed up- 
on this market at sufficiently below American 
prices to command a large share of the trade.” 


Cases are dull and slow of sale, Exporters 
have offered 8}¢c, but refiners refused to shade 
prices. Business was checked, It is reported 
that sales were made privately at 8c, but as 
yet they are not confirmed, The quotation is 
still 884@934c, according to brand. 

Crude in barrelsand cases has met with a fair 
demand,the sales of the week including two 
cargoes of barreisand two of cases for Span- 
ish and Austrian account. At Philadelphia 
two vessels have cleared with crude bulk car- 
goes. Barrels are quoted at 6c for Bradford 
and 6}4c for Parker.

Crude Petroleum as Fuel for Steamers. 

Mr. Woodruff, owner of the Sweetheart, is 
making efforts to introduce a new, simple, in 
expensive and apparently safe apparatus for 
burning crude petroleum as fuel on steamboats. 
He claims that 100 barrels of oil, costing less 
than $100, will do the work of 150 tons of coal. 
costing over $300, besides saving the expense of 
firemen and coal heavers, and increasing the 
vessel’s cargo capacity. The oil is to be stored 
in an iron tank and led into the furmace 
through small pipes. By having extra pipes 
running from the tank over the boat’s sides, oil 
could be poured on the troubled waters of a 
storm, and thus quiet her pitching and rolling. 
There seems to be great possibilities in cil.— 
Erie Dispatch. 


Workers in Petroleum. 

The petroleum industry gives employment 
to a large body of laborers. in 1880, according 
to the census report, there were 2,111 skilled 
and 8,784 unskilled workmen engaged in pro- 
ducing oil, and 9,869 persons in refining it. 
There are about 20,000 wells in the entire oil 
field, but many of them are small pumpers, and 
one hand Can attend to several of them. After 
the completion of the derrick, and the arrival 
of engine and tools, four men are required to 
drilla well. These men receive $3 50 per day. 
The common well tenders, pipemen and the 
like, receive $50 per month, or from $157 to $2 
ver day. Coopers and carpenters get about 
$2 50. In refineries skilled |aborers receive $3 
per day and stillmen, or common workmen, 


get about $1 75.

To Develop Kentucky Gas Resources. 


Messrs. L. Halsey Williams T. M. Guffey and 
other gentlemen of this city are about to en- 
wage in the development of some natural gas 
lands in Kentucky. The tract lies northeast of 
Louisville about tv enty-five miles, and consists 
of over 30,000 acres. Superficial exsminations 
have shown the most unmistakable signs of 
gas. Prof. I.C. White left for Louisville last 
week to look at the ground and report to 
the lessees what the prospects may be. In the 
event the productiveness of the Jand is demon- 
strated several wells will be put down and the 
gas piped to Leuisville and other towns in its 
vicinity in Kentucky, and to Jeffersonville and 
New Albany, Indiana, and other towns on both 
sides of the Ohio River. There is a constitu- 
ency of nearly 300,000 people within easy piping 
distance, and it is expected that nearly every 
house within it will avail itself of the new fuel. 
Coal for fuel of all kinds comes into Louisville 
from Pittsburg and the valley of the Great 
Kanawha river, and is very high. The gas may 
be, it is thought, supplied nearly as cheap as it 
now is for domestic purposes in Pittsburg and 
Allegheny. 

The first natural gas ever discovered or used 
in the United States was in the Big Sandy Val- 
ley, and is stillthere in abundance. The ter- 
ritory about to be developed by the Pittsburg 
capitalists lies over 100 miles to the northwest, 
but it is believed to bein the same belt. Mr. 
Judah P. Benjamin, a worthy Louisville gen- 
tieman, was in the city last week, and suc- 
ceeded in interesting the gentlemen from this 


city in the enterprise.— Pittsburg Com. Gaz.

Oil and Gas in Indiana. 

Accordimg to the North Vernon, Ind., Sun 
gas has been discovered at that place. Mr. 
Trude, one of the contractors, says that the 
gas was equal to the average of the Findlay 
wells, if the Karg well is omitted, aud claims 
that the gas is of a superior quality and much 
better than that found at Findlay, the differ- 
ence being that tha light is better and does not 
blacken up anything with which it comes in 
contact as the Findlay gas does. The sand in 
which the drillers found the gas is clean cut, 
sharp and as clear as a crystal, and is without 
doubt the oil sand in which all fine e@il is found 
in Pennsylvania. Messrs. Trude and McMahon

The Petruleum Exchange Building 
Committee. 


The Building Committee ot the Consolidated 
Stock and Petroleum Exchange has been in- 
corporated, with a capital of $200,000, The cor- 
porators are Charles G. Wilson, John Stanton, 
Francis G. Saltonstall, Alfred L. Faris, Charlies 
F. Thumm, George W. Hoaglan¢e, Robert A. 
Chesebrough, Jerome F. Sadler and Th mus L. 
Watson. A. B. Stockweil and George Dickin- 
son have been admitted to membership in the 
-Exchange. 
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Decline in Exchange Certificates. 


Whenever business lags on the various down- 
town Exchanges, certificates sympathize with 
the depression, and speculators in these docu- 
ments have therefore little to do. Time was 
when a certificate of the Produce, Stock, and 
of one or two other leading commercial organ- 
izations, would change hands several times a 
week, each seller making a liberal profit on the 
transfer. New associations, such as the de- 
funct Miscellaneous Securiies Exchange, in 
their day, infused speculative life ia certifi- 
cates until the public began to desert them al- 
together. It hardly seems credible that half-a- 
dozen Exchanges, all south of Wall street, have 
died within the past three years, but such is 
the fact. The Real Estate and Open Board, the 
Public Stock Exchange, the Hay and Corn Ex- 
change,the Miscellaneous Securities Exchange, 
the Naval Stores and Tobacco Exchange. and 
the Importers’ and Grocers’ Exchange have all 
had their day, and certainly afforded some 
profit to those holding memberships for spec 
ulative purpos: 8 and who had the good fortune 
to turn them over quickly. The members of 
the Exchange who had organized to do busi- 
ness on its floor were, of course, in many 
cases, the iosers. The decline in certificates 
has been general. 

Produce Exchange memberships three years 
ago realized $4,800; to-day they are quoted at 
$2,700, with no business doing, and there is no 
encouraging evidence that they will advance 
beyond their present figure for a season at 
least. The Cotton Exchange, which is consid- 
ered in a first-class condition finaccially, 
quoted its certificates three years ago at $4,000, 
and they have reached $5,800, but they are 
down to about $1,700, and sales are very seldom 
made. The Maritime Association membership 
three years ago realized $300; to-day one can 
be bought for about $40 to $50, dues paid. Last 
week twenty-four will be sold at public 
auction to recover unpaid assessments. The 
Coffee Exchange, an active and sound institu- 
tion, quoted memberships three years at $1,200, 
they can now be purchased for about $600, 
Mercantile Exchange memberships three years 
ago realized $400, and they have held their own 
remarkably well, $325 being bid and $350 asked. 
Consolidated Stock and Petroleum Exchange 
certificates are worth $800 to $950, but the two 
Oil Exchanges, it will be remembered, merged 
some time ago, and therefore the exact dediine 
of this classof memberships cannot be very 
accurately estimated.

Trade. 


Philadelphia is making immense strides as a 
shipping port for crade and refined petroleum. 
This city ranks se :ond to New York in import- 
ance and is daily increasing ber strength as a 
competing port. The growth of Philadelpbia’s 
oiltrade during the government fiscal year 
ending Juue 30, considering the many obstacies 
it has had to contend with and the efforts of 
the Standard to divert trade to New York, has 
simply been wonderful. New York, which up 
to 1885 supplied the refiaeries of the old world 
with the bulk ot the crudé article is losing her 
grip, so tospeak. The crude trade is large, in- 
creasing and valuable and the port that can 
manage to retain it is indeed lucky. While 
New York was frittering away her time hag- 
giing as to the price, Philadelphia shippers 
stepped in a. d asa result the exports of crude 
petroleum for the fiscal year ending June 30 
show an increase at Philadelphia amounting to 
3,910,426 gallons. During the same period the 
exports of crude at New York declined 4,919,713 
gallons These figures ure significant. 

Crude and i'luminating oils found increased 
favor abroad during the past twelve months, 
Other mineral oils, euch as lubricating and par- 
affine. residuum and naphtha, were not export- 
ed so extensively as in previous years. The in- 
crease in the exports of illuminating oils trom 
the ports of Philadelphia, New York, Balti- 
more, Boston and Charlestown, which repre- 
sent 99 per cent. of ailthe exports from the 
United States, for the jast government fi-cal 
year was 8,129 (042 gallons. The three last-named 
ports show a decline, the increase coming en- 
tirely from Philadelphia and New York. New 
York's gain was 6,297,138 gallone, that of Phila- 
delphia being 4,421,093 gallons. As far as the 
Quager City goes, this increase goes to show 
that Philadeiphia is regaining lost ground and 
that ina few years will, if she continues to 
bump berself, stand where she ougbt at the 
bead of the list asa petroleum-exporting point, 
According to the tabie prepared by the Cvief 
of the Bureau of Statistics at Washington the 
exports of mineral oils during the fiscal years 
1885-86 from the ports of New York and Phila 
deiphia were as follows:

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The Oxidation of Oils. 


ACH, LIVACHE. 
The conditions under whick the drying of 
oils reaches its highest degree bas been studi d 
by me on a previous occasion, and I have 
shown that the drying is due to a rapid absorp- 
tion of oxygen, caused by the introduction of 
certain metals into the oil, and that lead and 
Manganese were most active in this respect. 
The method which finaliy gave the best re- 
sults in the laboratory experiments, as well as 
regardsthe method of working in the manu- 
tacture, consists in agitating the oil with a 
mixture of finely divided lead (o tained by 
precipitating asolution of a lead salt by means 
of iron or zinc lates) and manganous nitrate, 
which is quite soluble in oils. The oll is then 
poured off and treated with lead oxide, to de- 
compose the excess of manganous nitrate, 
which on account of its hygroscopic nature, 
would be injurious. When treated in this way 
linseed oil yields a product which when ex- 
posed to the air in thin layers, at the ordinary 
temperature dries in less than four hours. 


I thought it would be interesting, not to 
limit the process to linseed oil, but to extend 
it to other vegetable oils,drying as well as 
non-drying, and to study the changes, accom- 
panyivg a maximum absorption of oxygen. I 
have treated a number of oils of known origin, 
in the above described manner, and exposed 
them to the air in tared watch glasses, the sur- 
face being changed frequently. 


The increase in weight, which was quickly 
observed in the drying oils, takes place much 
slower in the non-drying oils. If the experi- 
ment is continued for a long tine, for example, 
two years, it will be found that the drying oils, 
which had considerably increased in weight, 
anc at the same time formed hard and elastic 
bodies, at the end of about a year decreased in 
weight and became slightly fluid at the surface, 
while the non-drying oils, in which the increase 
of weight continues for a longer time, became 
thick, and in certain cases yielded solid com- 
pounds, which adhere only slightly to the fin 
gers,

In these various samples I have twice esti- 
mated the fatty acids, first at the end of one 
year, then at the end of two years. The fatty 
acids were obtained by saponifying the oils, 
and decomposing the soaps with sulphuric 
acid. The insoluble fatty acids were collected 
with great care, and in order to increase the 
accuracy the solutions were filtered, In the 
filurates the excess of acid was neutralized with 
potassium hydrate, after which they wereevap- 
orated and taken up withalcohol. The alco- 
holic solution was evaporated, when it left a 
quantity of potassium salts, soluble in abso- 
lute alcohol. In these the potassium was esti- 
mated, and the quantity of acid found by dif-

Tue conclusions, which may be drawn from 
these results, are: 

1, The oxygen, which rapidly converts the 
drying oils into solid compounds, and slowly 
makes the non-dryipg oils rancid, converts a 
portion of the insoluble fatty acids into solu- 
ble acid; this change increases in time in pro- 
portion to the drying property of the oll. The 
fatty acids of a high molecular weight are 
splitup by the oxidation into homologous 
acids of a less molecular weight. 


2, The examination of the products, as well 
as the results of the analyses, show that at the 
end of two years,the non-drying oils have 
much similarity in appearance and composi- 
tion with the drying oil at the end of one 
year. This action is comparatively slow, un- 
der the conditions under which these examina- 
tions were made, but it may be assumed that 
the same results would be much more rapidly 
obtained, if the non-drying oils were placed 
under conditions in which they would absorb 
oxygen more rapidly. In some cases the oils 
wou'd be convertedinto solid products, Ex- 
periments in this direction have proved this to 
be correct.—Compt. Rend. Chem. Techn. Cen r.. 
Anz. 
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Natural Gas Supply. 


The predictions of Prof. Carll, of the Geolog- 
ical Survey of Peansylvania, that natural gas 
will be exhausted in the course of time, are not 
such as should occasion any alarm among peo- 
ple who are accustomed to taking deliberative 
viewsof subjects. His argument is based on 
the notion that the known reservoirs of natu- 
ral gas have not a source of supply equal tothe 
drain made by recent use and the increased de- 
mand which will be made on them in the near 
future for fuel purposes. This is an assump- 
tion pure and simple. It may be true, it may 
be not. He has no more means of verifying 
such a statement than his opponents in the ar- 
gument have of contradicting it. 


How much gas there is in the earth or the 
size of the reservoirs from which wells are sup- 
plieda:e unknown to man. How they are 
suppiled, or even whether the substance now 
called *“‘natural gas’’—ignorance preventing 
the adoption of any more technical definition 
of the substance—is of vegetable or of mineral 
origin, ig speculative and theoretical mere.y. 
If it be of vegetable origin, like coal, its ex- 
bhaustion will only be a matter of time, it is 
true, but how much time? Theoretically the 
Pittsburg coal beds are exhaustible inasmuch 
as there have been mines here and there which 
have been worked out. But we have the word 
of the same geological survey that the Pitts- 
burg coal bed is practically inexhaustible. If 
the immensity of the deposits of natural gas 
known to underlie western Pennsylvania was 
as clearly defined as that of the coal beds there 
might be as much ground to know that natu- 
ral gas is practically inexhaustible, although 
theoretically exhaustible. 

There is much to be learned about natural 
gas. There is no more evidence that it is of 
vegetable than of mineral origin. No one 
knows that it is essentially dissimilar from the 
substanee whieh burns perpetually in volca- 


noes, attended by occasional explosionsand the 
alarming throwing out of meited matter from 
these gigantic furnaces which have been burn- 
ing in the bowels of the earth ever since his- 
vory was first written and are still giving no 
evidence of exhaustion. Prof. Carll is evidently 
aware of the claim that there is no decrease of 
Pressure at the Murraysville wells, notwith- 
standing their constant use for several years to 
supply the most exhaustive demand known in 
this region, in which more natural gas is util- 
ized daily than in all the rest of the worid an- 
nually. Yet he falisinto the error of suppos 

ing that “it would probably require a feed pipe 
at least two feet in diameter to maintain it.” 
To those practically familiar with natural gas 
the assum ption of the reservoirs being supplied 
by feed pipesis simply absurd. The assumed 
size of the feed pipe is accordirgly not neces- 
sary to notice. In case, however, he means 
that the aggregate of pores supplying these 
reservoirs must be as great as the size of the 
pipes through which the exhaust is made he is 
still in error of assumption, because there are 
no pipes in use which could withstand the 
pressure with which this substance is injected 
into the reservoirs, a pressure so great as to 
convert itintoarefrigerant. By it tools have 
been frozen fast in wells, and the conversion 
of petroleum into paraffine is of constant oc- 
currence in oil wells developed near natural 
gas producing territory, in which there is not- 
ably strong pressure. Practical men have no 
cause for alarm by reason of Prof. Carll’s 
theories.—Pittaburg Com.-Gaz. 
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Vegetable Oils in India. 


India makes quite a display of various oils at 
the Colonial and Indian Exhibition, a descrip- 
tion of which is given in the Ciemist and Drug 
gist, as follows: “ Indiais very rich in oil-pro- 
ducing piants, but, with the exception of cas- 
tor, cocoa-nut, gingelly, and some other oils, 
it cannot be said that they have been hitherto 
produced in commercial quantities tor export, 
although we receive large supplies of oil-seeds 
—-uch aa cottonseed and linseed—from India, 
Since the beginning of ‘the present decade ex- 
ports have increased enormously, and in 1884-85 
the actual export of oil-seeds attained a value 
of £10,745,203, of which linseed is put down for 
£4,192,934, rapeseed £2,683,500, sesame or gin- 
gelly £1,9:3,002, poppy £499,159, aracbis (or 
earth uuts) £361,406, and castor-seeds at £2,103,- 
879. Of prepared oils castor oil is the most im- 
portant, and has nearly driven the Italian oil 
out of the market. The annual export of this 
is now valued at about £300,000. A very large 
proportion of this is not used in medicine at 
ail. It is generaliy imported in jute ships asa 
kind of packing, and curiously, much of it is 
destined to be used in jute spinning for treat- 
ing the fibre, as well as for lubricating machi- 
nery. Two samples of the oil are included in 
the collection, one a fine pale oil, such as is 
used in medicine, the orher a brown oil, better 
adapted for the rougher work referred to. Co- 
coa-nut oil is also largely exported; £162,000 
was the value of the million and a-half gailons 
exported in 1584-5 to Great Britain and France. 
Brassica species furnish about a dozen speci- 
mens of yellow fixed oils; the white mustard 
and rape oils are obtained from varieties of B 
campestris, viz., var. dichtoma, var. glauca and 
var, toria. Brown mustard, B juncea, yields an 
oil somewhat similar, but of slightly greater 
pungenevy. These oils differ greatly from the 
brown oil which is manufactured in this coun- 
try. The natives of [odia use mustard oil for 
culinary purposes, largely as a lubricant to the 
skin, and also asa miid rubifacient for rheu- 
matic joints, and, 4s we use camphorated oil, 
for mere colds. Some years ago the oil was in- 
troduced in this country for the latter purposes 
but there has always been some doubt as to 
what should be supplied. Certainiy itis not the 
oleum emapis casentiale, and the brown oil man- 


ufactured in this country possesses next to no 
rubifacient properties. It is the oilof Brassica 
juncea which should be used. Three kinds of 
mahwah oil are shown, obtained from the seeds 
of two different varieties of Buassia latifolia. 
Mahwah oil is of a buttery consistence, of a 
yellow color, and is largely used in Iodia for 
soap making. At one time it was hoped that it 
would be largely exported to this country for 
tne same purpuse, tut it appears that it has 
never secured a footing. There are also speci- 
mens of tiquid oil, The allied sapotaceous 
plant Mimusops elengi also yields a seud oil, of 
which a specimen isshown. There is a curious 
oil from the seeds of Mesua ferrea; it isa thick, 
dark-brown oil, somewhat empyreumatic, and 
almost ferruginous in appearance. It ig em- 
ployed as an embrocation in rheumatism. The 
seeds of Holarrhena antidyseuterica yield a 
very rich red vil, asampie of which is shown. 
A green oil from Hyoscyamus niger is also to 
be noticed ; it is doubtful whether this oil is the 
seed-oil or not; the oil optained by infusion of 
tbe leaves in a fixed oil is green. and is a favor- 
ite continental remedy. It would be curious 
were a similar oll employed in India. There is 
also some doubt as to Indian henbane veing H+ 
niger. Two kinds of deodar (Cedrus Deodara, 
Indian cedar) vil are shown, one the daik em- 
pyreumatic oil, the other a lighter-colored and 
thickish turpentine. There are also two speci- 
mens of Oil obtained from Pinus longifolia, 
one, the oil distilled from the oleo-resin, 1g yel- 
lowish in color, and may be employed as a sub- 
stitute for turpentine; the other resembles 
huile de cade, and is obtained from the bark by 
destructive distillation. Both of these empy- 
reumatic oils are used in India for skin diseases, 
aud are worthy of trial in this country. 


Russian Petroleum Cannot Compete 


with the American Product. 


Consul John H, Steuart, at Antwerp, in a 
report to the State Department upon the intro 
duction of Russian petroleum into Belgium, 
says: “I'he Russian petroleum is offered at a 
slight figure below the American, but this is 
done, | um sure, at a loss, in order to intruduce 
it ana vvercome the preference that is felt for 
the American oil. A serious drawback to the 
Russian petroJeum is that it can not be sold for 
future delivery. The receipts are too small, 
irregular and uncertain to allow such con- 
tracts to be made, and as the bulk of sales are 
made in this manner it cannot offer any com- 
petition with the American article, which can 
be delivered at any time and in any quantity to 
suit purchasers.”” Consul Mason, at Marseilles, 
says: “Forthe uses of all refiners in this dis- 
trict, even those interested in Russian oil 
territory, the American crude still retains its 
long-established preference, two cargoes hav- 
ing been sold for July and September delivery 
to a refiner at Nimes who had refused offers of 
Russian crude at any price.”’ 

Acomparison of crude oil imports during 
1885 and the first five months of the present 
year will show how completely the Russian 
naphtha has been vanquished in competition 
with the American. The total import of crude 
petroleum at Marseilles during 1885 was 11,076,- 
765 kilogrammes, of which 1,649,624 came from 
Russia and 9,427,781 from the United States. 
for the first five months of 1886 the total im- 
port has beers 4,969,553 kilogrammes,all of which 
except 320 kilogrammes was of American 
origin.

Downfall of a Proprietary Medicine | 


King. 
All the personal effects and property of Mr. 


R. M. Kennedy of Pittsburg, Pa., were sold by . 


the sheriff last week, and the event winds up 
one of the most remarkabie business careers 
ever known. He is or was the proprietor of 
“Carboline,” the hair restorer and the medicine 
known as “Seven Seals or Golden Wonder.” 
For many years he bought large quantities of 
drugsin New York and is well known to the 
majority of the wholesale trade here. The mag- 
nitude of his real estate operations also made 
his name a household word ip Pittsburg where 
he transformed farms on the outskirts into 
beautiful villages and erected numberless cot- 
tages to be sold on the installment plan. Had 
he confined his business to proprietary medi- 
cines and real estate his millions would not to- 
day be scattered to the winds. In one transac- 
tion with the U. 8. Government he madea clear 
profit of $22,500 from a matter which experi- 
enced building contractors would not touch 
and who considered him foolish. 

Some years ago he engaged in oil specula- 
tions and for atime was very successful. But 
luck changed,and on one occasion durivg n 
visit to Oil City he dropped $55,000 into the mar. 
ket inside of two hours. His oil investments 
cost him bundreds of thousands of dollars and 
brought about his insolvency. Persunally Mr 
Kennedy was a man of isffiable manners. a 
friend of everybody, taking every occasion to 
do a good turn to his friends and acquaint 
ances. To-day he is living in London, Engiana, 
and his friends say that not many years will 
elapse until ‘**‘Bob’’ Kennedy is on top again. 

He went to Pittsburg some 20 years ago and 

started asmall place on Fifth avenue, selling 
cheap jewelry. He started out a corps of boys 
who handled prize packages of candy. This 
was practically bis start. Next he dr'fted into 
the patent medicine business, and by his great 
business capacity soon got to be known as one 
of the patent medicine kings of the country. 
He was one of the leaders in the use of printers’ 
ink, and when the money began to flow in he 
let it go wholesale, using not only columns but 
pages of advertising space in the leading papers 
of the country, his advertisements being a reve- 
lation to modern advertisers. His income from 
his preparations at one time amounted to $150,- 
000 per annum clear. Of the money, nearly 
nine-tenths was thrown into advertising, and 
as a result the name of R. M. Kennedy has 
reached about every and village and hamlet on 
this continent. When he began to realize on 
his returns and count his cash. Mr. Kennedy, 
at one stage of hie career, could sign his check 
for a cool $1,000,000, 


Officinal Quinine Bark. 


The new German pharmacopeeia demands a 
minimum of 3.5 per cent of alkaloids in all qui- 
nine barks, from any source, whereas accord- 
ing to the oldregulation a minimum of two per 
cent was authorized. This alteration is due to 
the fact that it had become customary to de- 
liver to the druggist as quinine barks varieties 
too poor to be extracted for juinine, and that 
the Indian barks are much richer than those 
formerly used. The pharmacopeeia also adds a 
method for determining the total alkaloids. 
This method does not distinguish between the 
different alkaloids, the result being that the 
barks poor ia quinine are thrown on the hands 
of the druggist. Thus, for example, quinine 
bark during one season sold at prices varying 
from eight shillings to less than three. The 
latter quality contained 6.6 per cent total alka- 
loids, consisting of 1.22 per cent quinine, 280 
per cent cinchonidine, and 2.58 per cent cin- 
chonine and aworphous bases. The method, 
in short, given in the pharmacopoeia is quite 
insufficient to protect the interests of the drug- 
wist. The author substitutes the following: 
The total alkaloids are first estimated by the 
above mentioned method, 20 grms. powdered 
berk are macerated with 10 grma. of 10 per cent 
ammonia, 20 grms. of spirits of wine (90 per 
cent) and 170 gims. of ether for 24 hours, 120 
gras. of the clear solution acidified with HCI, 
and freed from spirits of wine by heating. 
The alkaloids are precipitated in the filtered 
liquid, made alkaline with caustic potash, dried 
and weighed. The total alkaloids thus ob- 
tained are shaken with ten times the weight of 
ether, which is then filtered into a weighed 
flask, the residue well washed and the ether 
expelled. The flask then contains quinine to- 
gether with inconsiderable quantities of quini- 
dine andamorphous bases. Toe obtain more 
exact results, the residue in the flask is dis- 
solved in spirits of wine, the alkaloids in this 
solution by exact neutralization converted into 
sulphates with sulphuric acid and quinine pre- 
cipitated inthe ugual way as herapathite, the 
correction being taken into account. The au- 
thor reco mends as an addition to the present 
German pharmacopeeia the fixing of a mini- 
mum of quinine for officinal barks.—J. B. C., 
Chem, Zeit.

We are advised that the Supreme Court of the United States has 
decided that while an inventor may lose his right to an account for 
damages by delay, his right to an injunction against infringers remains. 


The manufacturer has appealed at once to that tribunal and con- 
fidently hopes tor a reversal of Judge Wallace’s judgement, as it seems 
unjust that men should be allowed to advertise themselves as selling 
the inventor’s article when in point of fact they do not.

The improvement in the general line of 
drugs has not been so marked during the 
week just closed as at the date of our last. 
There have been a number of changes in prices, 
some of them important, but the majority 
slight. On the whole, a better feeling prevails 
throughout the market and dealers and im- 
porters are looking hopefully forward to a 
better business after the turn of the month. 
The principal changes in the market are given 
below:

Opium. 

Under cable reports of and easier feeling 
abroad owing to the favorable news as regards 
the new crop, the market ‘ere for opium in 
consequence is dull and weak. The bulk of the 
trade passing is confined to such lots as current 
wants may require. Single cases are procura- 
ble at $2 80@2 83 as to holder, while for lots of 
five and ten cases to arrive, $275 is named. 
Broken packages are receiving their share of 
attention and are quoted at $2 85@290 as to 
holder and quantity. Late mail advices from 
London under date of July 17 in speaking of 
that market vay: “Opium continues flat and 
demand most limited, at about previous prices. 
From Smyrna we hear of considerable sales of 
new crop at from 6s 5d@is fob as to 
quality.”” From another source it is said: 
“The opium crop in Bareili, Etab, Manipuri 
and Fatchgurh (Benares Agency, India) bas 
suffered greatly from hail this season, and the 
crop is not expected to be more than 60,000 
maunds, as compared with 74,000 maunds last 
year, The drug is also of much inferior qual- 
ity. Unfavorable reports have also been re- 
ceived from the Patna Agency. The result of 
this is that the Government estimate of sales 
per month in 1887, viz,, 6000 chests of provision 
opium is not likely to be realized. Apart from 
this the Chinese production of opium is now in 
a forward state, and as far as can be judged at 
present appears to seriously threaten the future 
of Indian finance,” 

The demand for morphine has been rather 
limited during the week. Buyers apparently 
are indifferent about purchasing stocks be- 
yond current wants. The principal makers 
have made no change in their quotations, al- 
though it is reported that one prime make is 
offered at $175 for bulk. Scotch is weak and 
dull at $1 85@2 10, as to quantity and style of 
packing. 

Quinine. 

There has been a good consumptive demand 
for quinine in progress during the past week, 
and at the close brokers found rather more 
trouble to place their small orders with outside 
holders at 50c; in some instances 51@52c was 
lowest price quoted by some holders. Early in 
the week a lot of 2,500 ounces was secured at 
49}¢c and later this price wus declined for 5,000 
ounces for July or early August delivery., 5Uc 
being lowest price named. The bulk of the 
orders to hand are from dealers and con- 
sumers throughout the country, who are re- 
plenishing their stocks. Speculation seems to 
have subsided for the moment, as the margin 
is 80 small as to offer no inducements, and, be- 
sides, agents and dealers are both inclined to 
discourage it all they can by offering the con- 
suming trade direct in limited quantities. It 
was expected from the tone of thecables re- 
ceived that the bark sale in London to-day 
would indicate a demoralized condition of 
things there, as jt was reported the offerings 
would be very large. But when the result was 
known, that of 3,197 bales of Ceylon offered 
2,409 found buyers at prices ranging from 34.4 
to 4d, thus indicating, even though the 
shipments of barks continue large, the price 
paid was satistactory to manufacturers, who 
were the principal buyers. The market here 
closes steady at 50@5ic as to quantity, brand 
and holder. There is a good jobbing demand 
reported for all of the various domestic makes 
with prices steady and unchanged. Early in 
the week a lot of 2500 ozs of P & W brand were 
sold by an outsider at 65c less the brok- 
erage. The “Public Ledger” of the 17th 
inst., in speaking of the last fortnightly auc- 
tion sale,saye: “South American— Although 
only 795 bales were catalogued there was little 
demand and barely 140 bales sold, fine Bolivian 
Calisaya quill at 1s 31@1 5, including sea-dam- 
aged, stringy soft Columbian just arrived at 
2@2}44 and good Cuprea at 644d. East Indian— 
Of the continued heavy arrivals from Ceylon a 
large quantity was cataiogued,the total reach- 
ing 2,360 bales, whereof the assortment, con- 
sisting largely of renewed, was good. The de- 
mand was of moderate extent, but the buik 
sold slowly at barely the previous range of yal- 
ue, including a large supply of common and 
mixed red chips at 83@4}4d. A feature was com- 
prised in the increasing proportion of root, j

TUESDAY EVENING, July 27, 1886. 

The chemical market has been a quiet one 
during the past week. The arrivals have been 
ample to meet all requirements hence few lots 
are being p!aced in store. The shipments from 
Liverpool for the past six months show a de- 
cidee falling off as compared with 1885, but 
from Newcastle they have increased notwith- 
standing the fact that reports have come to 
hand of the curtailment in the output by the 
various makers. Severalof the glass makers 
stopped in the city on their way home from 
their convention to look the situation over as 
regards soda ash for their next fire. Caustic 
soda is becoming scarce again for prompt de- 
livery while sal soda under free arrivals is 
rather depressed. The other light chemicals 
are meeting witb their usual demand with few 
changes reported in values. Mr. D. B, McCul- 
loch in speaking of the Liverpool market un- 
der date of July l5says: “The unsettling in- 
fluence of the elections aggregates the extreme 
depression in trade and chemicals remain very 
dull, In alkalies the only feature is rather 
more tone in caustic coda and bleaching pow- 
der. Chlorate of potash continues scarce. Sul- 
phate of copper favors buyers. Tartaric and 
citric acids steady. Nitrate of soda still droop- 
ing but sulphate of ammonia is firm without 
much passing. There are no stocks of mangan- 
ese, which is much wanted.” 

Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda asb of the various Liverpool 
makes bas ruled rather quiet during the week, 
stocks for immediate delivery continue light 
but this is not unusual at this period of the 
year. For future shipments there has been 
rather more inquiry although no gales of im- 
portance have been made. For jobbing lots the 
price ranges from 1 25@1 424%c as to brand and 
holder, the latter being for Kurtz, with sales of 
75 tons reported within the range. High test is 
steady under a light demand and is nominally 
quoted at 115@1 20c as to make, quantity and 
holder. The shipments from Liverpool during 
the past six months to the United States and 
Canada show an increase over 1885. Thisina 
measure is caused by the large shipments of 
alkali. They were 55,408 tons agaiust 51,930 tons 
for the same period of 1885. Messrs. J. P. Brun- 
ner & Co. in their circular under date of Liver- 
pool, July 16,say: ‘Soda ash steady at prices 
quoted in our last. Orders for carb ash prompt 
and forward delivery at 1d have been declined; 
also 144d to the end of the year for one special 
prime brand of 48 per cent carb ash. Caustic 
ash has been sold to-day for prompt shipment 
to the States on private terms.” 

Caustic soda ash, 48 per cent, bas ruled quiet, 
both for prompt and forward shipments, and 
very little new business is reported beyond 
what was given in our last. The stocks con- 
tinue light for prompt delivery, bence no press- 
ing of goods has to be resorted to in order to 
place arrivals from dock. The paper makers 
are holding their annual meeting at Saratoga, 
hence the slackness of orders from that source 
of outlet. For shipments extending over July, 
August and September the price ranges from 
120@1 25e as to brand, quantity and date of 
shipment. High test is very dull, and nomi- 
nally quoted at 1 1744@1 25c as to make, quan- 
tity and bolder, Messrs. Robert Crooks & Co., 
in speaking of the Liverpool market, under 
date of July 16th, say: **There is no change to 
report in the position of the market. Makers 
are better supplied with orders, and conse- 
quently firm in price. Carbonated and caustic, 
48 per cent, are both held for 1 1-32d, but for 
higher strength this figure might be shaded,”’ 

Alkali 36 per cent under free arrivals, 
is a shade easier. The sales comprise 
50 tons from dock at 120@I1 2ic as to 
brand and quantity. For B M 48 per 
cent. there is the usual demand, which is satis- 
fied at 125@130c as to quantity and date of de- 
livery. The arrivals ot high test B M have been 
light during the week, as the stock in store is 
ample; no delay in supplying the wants of cus- 
tomers is reported. For shipments extending 
over this and all of 1887, there have been sey- 
eral contracts placed, aggregating 6,000 tons at 
prices not made public, but about the range of 
115@i 1744c as to quantity. Besides this, there 
have been sales of 375 tons at prices ranging 
from 1 15@1 20 as to quantity and holder. The 
other high test refined alkalies are all quiet, 
with few changes reported in values, 

New Castle soda asl 48 per cant is again in 
better stock, owing to the aarival of a steamer 
with a full cargo. The bulk, Lowever, will go 
into consumption under existing contracts. 
There has been rather more inquiry for future 
shipments, as many of the glass makers stopped 
in the city on their way home from their annual 
meeting, and are looking around for their 
stocks for next season’s fire. Offers of 13-16 
and 120c have been made for shipments to 
come forward during August and Septembeg, 
but as holders’ views are not below 1 224@1 25c 
no business has so far resulted, except the 
placing of 250 tons within the range. High test 


i fair jobbing trade is reported for prompt de- 


reported. Shipments to the United States for 
the past six months show a decided increrse, 
even though it has been currently reported in 
the past they were being curtailed. They were 
7,794 tons, as compared with 7,426 tous for the 
same period of 1585. 

Caustic soda 60 per cent, is again scarce on 
the spot for prompt shipment. This is owing 
to the delivery of recent arrivals upon July 
contracts. For spot lots the price ranges from 
2 16@2 800, while for shipments 265@2'70c is 
generally quoted, with sales of 800 dms within 
the range. High test is not active thougha 


livery. Few contracts are reported for future 
shipment, as buyers and sellers are still apart 
in their views. For July, August and early 
September shipments holders are quoting 2 45@ 
2 47}¢c for either 70 or 74 per cent, with sales of 
350 dms reported within the range; also sales of 
150dms are reported on the spot at2474@ 
2 5240, as to brand, quantity and helder. The 
shipments from Liverpool to the United States 
for the past six months were 16,616 tons, against 
17,290 tons, and from Newcastle 560 tons as 
compared with 980 tons for the same period of 
1885. Messrs. J. P. Brunner & Co, in their cir- 
cular under date of Liverpool, July 16, say: 
“Caustic soda in better request, and a fair 
quantity of 10 per cent has been sold this week 
atfrom £8 33 94@8 5s, the latter being lowest 
price at close. Wequote: 60 per cent £7 5s, 74 
per cent £8 17s 64@9, 76 per cent £10 Lis@11 Ils. 
Stocks in makers’ bands are small.” 


Bleaching powder, asthe warm weather ad- 
vances, is meeting withan improved demand 
for sanitary uses in the South and other nearby 
cities. The arrivals continue ample, though no 
surplus stocks are reported,as the demand from 
the paper trade has been very good of late. For 
prime high test Liverpool makes they are 
quoting 150@1 55c as to test and brand with 
sales of 250 casks reported within the range; 
also 50 casks of Newcastle makes at 1 45c. From 
returns to hand it will be seen that shipments 
from Liverpool to the United Statesfhave de- 
cidedly falien off, notwithstanding the reports 
which have come to hand of late indicating 
they were on the increase, For the past six 
months they were 19,741 tons against 21,306 tons 
for same period of 1885, and from Newcastle 
503 tons as compared with 89 tons for 1885. 
Messrs J P Brunner & Co, in speaking of the 
Liverpool market under date of July 16th, say: 
**Bleachiug powder advancing and American 
buyers have paid £5 17s 6d in several cases this 
week. Holders as a rule now ask £6, although 
there is stili some to be had at £5 17s 6d.” 


Sal soda Engtish is again in better stock, al- 
though the bulk of the recent arrivals was 
placed for consumption previous to arrival. 
For parcels from dock they are asking 87}44@ 
90c, with sales of 150 tons reported within the 
range. Store lots are held at 95c, while for 
shipments during July and August they are 
quoting 9c, with 85c bid and declined. The 
shipments from Newcastle for the past six 
months to the United States were 8,821 tons, as 
compared with 5,047 tons for the same period 
of 1885. Late mail advices say: ‘Soda crystals 
£2 168 3d to £2 178 6d, but possibly the lower 
figure might be shaded to the extent of Is 3d 
per ton, as to quantity.” 

Sal soda American is meeting with the usual 
jobbing demand; stocks are very much re- 
duced in makers’ hands, as is usual at this 
period of the year. The sales comprise 125 
tons at 85@90c, f o b, less 14 per cent for cash, 
as to make, quantity and style of packages. 

Soda bicarbonate English is jobbing freely at 
344@3%6c as to brand, quantity and holder. The 
shipments from Liverpool to the United States 
and Canada, for the past six months, show an 
improvement over those of 1585. They were 
1,470 tons against 1.282 tons, while from New 
Castle they were only 76 tons as compared with 
113 tons for the same period of 1885, 


Salt cake is meeting with more demand for 
shipments extending over August and Septem- 
ber. The sales comprise 156 tons at prices 
ranging from 60@6ic as to test, make and date 
of delivery. Messrs. P. D. Carr & (o., 1n their 
recent circular, say: Salt cake has been quieter; 
it is offering freely at 25s in St. Helens for July, 
but buyers will only give 24s or 248 6d, and in 
Widnes there are sellers at 25s 6d, but only 25s 
offered. There is nothing reported in con- 
tracts; 26s would be taken tor July to Decem- 
ber. 

Acids. 

Acetic acid has been rather quiet during the 
week; the bulk of the trade passing is delivery 
upon existing contracts, as very few new ones 
are now being made. Values remain steady at 
24%4@2i4ec, as to make, quantity and date of de- 
livery, with sales of 48,000 lbs within the range. 

The demand for oxalic acid has been very 
light, as is usual at this period of the year. The 
sales comprise 25 casks et 654@6}4c, as to make 
and quantity. 

Tartaric acid is meeting with the usual job- 
bing demand at prices within the range estab- 
lished by the various makers. 

The demand for acids bas slackened off to 
gome extent since the opening of the month, 
specially for contracts for future delivery.

Values, however, 
asa rule, remain steady and few changes are 
reported, Sulphate of ammonia is not active, 
although a fair jobbing trade is in progress at 
3@3 10c as to make and quantity, with sales of 
75 tons within the range. Azotine is steady at 
$2 35@2 40 as to quantity. Menhaden guano is 
scarce and prices are tending upwards, noth- 
ing being obtainable below $26 50@27 per ton, 
as to holder and quantity. The demand fer 
blood is limited, owing to the small available 
stock for prompt delivery. The sales comprise

London boiled bones 
are selling in small cargoes at £456 per ton, 
fob. Sulphate of ammonia—A large business 
has been done during the month, and price has 
been fully maintained. Ammoniacal material 
has been in good demand, principally for ex- 
port, and considerable sales of ground hoofs 
and horns aod fish guano have been effected 
for present and forward delivery. Muriate of 
potash ~80 per cent is quoted at £7 5s, kainit in 
bulk at 23s and kieserit at 148 6d, all fob.

The demand for chlorate of potash has been 
light as is usual at this season of the year.

TURSDAY EVENING, July 27, 1868, 

The principal feature of the week bas been 
the upward movement in cutch, which has im- 
parted more strength to ail the articles on the 
list. The demand has been good, as consumers 
are beginning to purchase their fali supplies, 
as they are realizing that present prices are 
cheap. Indigo is about the only article which 
has fot been affected, as dealers are waiting 
the results of the London auction sales, which 
so far indicate lower prices. Gambier is also 
tending upwards, while cochineal remains 
steady under a limited demand. The other 
articles are meeting with the usual jobbing de- 
mand, as noted below. 

The improvement in cutch, as noted in our 
last, has been further stimulated during the 
past day or so by the large purchases by deal- 
ersand consumers, who have realized that 
present prices were cheap, hence all cheap lots, 
both on spot and on way, have been taken. The 
arrivais have been the Warrior, to this port, 
with 3,000 bags,and the Sintram at Boston with 
1,000 bags; the latter veasel’s cargo was placed 
for consumption previous to arrival. The sales 
comprise 1,000 bags Diamond 8M at 614@63gc, 
also 2,000 bags from vessels on way at same 
price; nothing now obtainable on way under 
65%4@64¢c as to quantity and holder, an offer 
of 644c czsh being declined for all available 
stock afloat. Besides this there have been sales 
of 500 boxes M M elab due at Boston in Septem 
ber at 6c. The market closes firm with prices 
tending upwards at 65426540 for Diamond S M 
and 6440 for MMsiab and Star B, for either 
spot or to arrive. 

Gambier is also firmer, although no import- 
ant transactions are :eported, values are tend- 
ing upwards under more favorable reports 
from abroad. The sales comprise 50 tons from 
dock at 440c cash. This closes out the last of 
the cheap lots that have been pressing on the 
market during the week. From store there 
has been a fair jobbing trade in progress at 44% 
@14%oc. The market, however, at the close is 
firmer, with 454@47¢c being the general quota- 
tion named. 

Cochineal is meeting with only a light de- 
mand. The bulk of the trade passing is for 
such quantities as current wants may require. 
We quote silvers at 30@33c; blacks, 33@35c and 
wrey blacks at 35@37c as to quantity and holder 
with sales of 30 bags within the range. 

The market for the various grades of indigoes 
has ruled very quiet since our last report. Few 
sales are reported as both dealers and consumers 
are awaiting further news of the London auc- 
tion sales. The following is from the 
eircular of Messrs. Hess and Erdman 
of London, under date of July 15, 1886: 
“Our third periodical sale of East India indigo 
of the year began on Monday morning and was 
brought to a close this afternoon, the quantity 
offered consisting of 7530 chests. The sale was, 
if anything, even more discouraging than the 
April one; prices are again lower all round, 
and in the case of good to fine Bengal the fall 
was no less than 4@6d perib. As usual there 
was rather a large assembly of dealers anxious 
to see how rates would rule for subsequent 
Calcutta valuations, but the buying was 
chietly confined to home consumers, exporters 
operating but very sparingly. Even a parcel 
of Java of the finest quality we ever met with, 
of the mark “Geneng Sari,” failed to arouse 
any interest, and bad to be withdrawn. Of 
Bengal we cite the sale of 104 chests JF&G 
(being an average of the mark, and which cost 
Re 279 in Caicutta last December, when ex- 
change on London stood at Is 6 9-16d) at an av- 
erage price of 6s 3d, skowing a loss of consider- 
ably over ls per |b, irrespective of interest and 
charges, which gives a sufficient idea of the po- 
sition of this class of indigo. On the other 
band, low and ordinary kinds, as before, sold 
relatively better; Kurpah of goud and desirable 
quality scid well, only the low and heavy kinds 
dragging, whilst the aniline colored stuff, al- 
ready mentioned in our previous circular, was 
again left untouched by buyers. Probably 
there will be no alternative left to the unfor- 
tuvate importers of these parcels than to send 
them back to Madras. Uf Oudes and Plant 
Oudes the assortment in the catalogue was the 
emallest seen in the July sale for some time. 
past, and dry leaf was equally scarce and diffi 
eult to buy. Bimlipatam was firmly held, and 
enly part was sold at from par to 20 advance 
for all kinds, Bombay kinds—At the beginning 
of the sales, several parcels were sold at from 
8d to 1s 4d for ordinary to good button, and 28 
to 2s 7d for ordinary to fine Hoody, being a de- 
cline of 3d to 4d per pound, but only a few 
holders submitted to these prices. Of the totai 
quantity brought foeward 3,300 were sold.” 

There has been the usual jobbing demand for 
alizarine since our last. No chaoge in prices is 
reported, the range being from !8@2Ic as to 
quantity and holder. Alizarine assistant is 


quiet, with few changes noted in values. 
Rather more business is reported in albumen, 
although no change in values has taken place 
during the week: We quote egg at 36@38c; im-

Considerable business in a jobbing way is re- 
ported for both foreign and domestic makes of 
bichromate of potash. The sales comprise 75 
cke at 974@10c for either make as to quantity. 

Nutgalis are in ample stock to meet all re- 
quirements, as the demand at the moment is 
limited. Holders, however, show no anxiety to 
press their stocks and are quoting 15@1534c for 
aleppo and 1644@17c for Chinese as to quantity. 

For all grades of dyewood extracts there has 
been an improved demand specially for deliv- 
ery early in September. Values remain steady 
and few important changes are reported. 

Dyewoods are meeting with the usual de- 
mand, with few transactions reported. We 
quote logwood at $24 25@25 per ton from the 
morth side of Hayti, $20@2l from the south 
side, and $30@32 for Laguna. We quote Mexi- 
can fusiic at $25@26. Lima wood is in very 
heavy stock and easy at $45@50. We quote 
chipped and bolted logwood at 144c; Laguna at 
1%e: fustic at 144@1%c. Logwood extract as 
active. We quote ii4c; do 61 deg. twaddle at 
540; do 42 deg. do at 44c. Extract of archil is 
selling at l6c. 

The demand for yellow prussiate of potash 
has been somewhat restricted during the week 
by the active competition among the domestic 
makers and foreign importers. Buyers for the 
moment are withboiding their orders in hopes 
that lower prices will yet be named. While 19 
@20c is nominally quoted for round lots, this 
can be shaded. 

Beyond the usual Jobbing demand, and this 
has been light, there is not much to be said as 
regards either foreign or domestic sumac, We 
quote Virginian at $52 50@60 as to quantity and 
holder, and Sicily at $75@82 50 as to brand and 
quantity. We note sales of 25 tons at $72 30.

Philadelphia Chemical Market. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 26, 1886. 

During the past week a slightly improved 
demand has been experienced for English 
chemicals, although the orders are still 
confined to a very large extent to jobbing par- 
cela, there seems to be a greater number of 
purchases made, Figures have remained at 
about the prices that have been quoted for 
some weeks past. Stocks are becoming lighter, 
as the arrivals are limited and placed in nearly 
all instances for immediate consumption. 

Carbonated soda ash Liverpool 48 per cent, 
can be had on spot at 1 35@1 40c, with few sales 
to report. To arrive and shipments are quoted 
at 130@135c,as to brand and quantity. We 
hear of sale of 50 tons on private terms, In 58 
per cent Liverpool and Newcastle 48 per cent 
there is nothing new to report. Caustic soda 
ash 48 per cent is dull at the moment, and can 
be had on spot and to arrive at 132}4@1 40c, as 
to quantity and brand. As several mills ex- 
pect to again resume operations a better de- 
mand is looked for. 

Caustic soda has been in more request and 
sales of several round lots are reported; 60 per 
cent can be had on spot at 2 70@280c, and to 
arrive at 2 6744@2 7244c: 70 per cent is ottain- 
able in jobbing lots at 2 55@26244c and to ar- 
rive, 2 50@2 55c is quoted; 74 per cent is held at 
2 5734@2 65c on spet. Shipments are quoted at 
250@2 550. Sal soda on spot is held at 95@lc, 
and a few jobbing sales to report. The stock 
of spot goods is quite plentiful for immediu.te 
wants. To arrive 87}4@92}¢c is asked and hold- 
ers are firm at these quotations, 85c being of- 
fered and refused fora round lot. Refined al- 
kali 36 per cent is quiet at the moment, and 
prices quoted in our last remain unchanged, 
B M 48 per cent is in light stock, although at 
the moment there is only a jobbing demand for 
spot goods which are quoted at 1 30@1 35c. For 
shipments considerable inquiry has been re- 
ceived, and 4olders are naming 1 27}4@1 30e as 
to quantity. B M 58 per cent is still in demand 
for prompt delivery, and buyers are required 
to purchase from second hands to run them 
along until next arrival. Spot goods are held 
at 13244@140c. To arrive there is nothing 
offering, as all lots now on the way have been 
disposed of. Shipments are obtainable at 1 2714 
@130c. Bleaching powders are without any 
special features. Stocks are being quietly re- 
duced and holders are stiffening. Spot goods 
are quoted at 1 45@1 60c and same figures named 
toarrive. Nitrate of soda is firm on spot at 
230@3 50c.
